Iraqi jets raid 10 

oil installations 


BAGHDAD, June 24, 
(Agencies): Iraqi warplanes 
attacked 10 Iranian oil ins- 
tallations yesterday in a new 
wave of bombing raids aimed 
at crippling Tehran's econ- 
omic backbone while tighten- 
ing the pressure in the land 
war. 

The official Iraqi News 
Agency, said six production ins- 
tallations in the Ahvaz oilfields 
in southwestern Khuzestan 
province were set on fire in the 
first air strikes. 

Missions 

Two installations at the Bibi 
Hakimah oilfield, 120 miles (192 
kilometres) to the southeast were 
also bombed and set ablaze, INA 
reported. 

Another formation of jets hit 
two . pumping stations at the 
Gash Saran field north of Bibi 
Hakinuth,-.. leaving them

shrouded in flames and smoke, 
the agency said. 

INA said its jet fighters flew 
113 missions and its helicopter 
guns hips 30 missions ana all 
returned safely to their bases. 

Iran's official Islamic 
Republic News Agency, repor- 
ted that Iraqi jets bombed “a 
residential area and labour quar- 
ters" in the Ahvaz area, killing 
one civilian. 

The agency said other uns- 
pecified areas were also bombed. 

INA denied that residential 
areas had been hit, saying the 
bombing "was confined to strik- 
ing installations at oilfields and 
Iranian military positions." 

INA quoted a military com- 
munique as saying the raids were 
a message to Tehran that it has 
lost the war in all fields and that 
there is no alternative to save 
Iran but to accept peace. 

Yesterday's raids were the first 
significant at tacks on Iran's vital 
oil installations on land since 


early May, when fighter-bom- 
bers attacked several oil refin- 
eries and petrochemical plants. 

The Air Force has also 
attacked several Iranian oil tank- 
ers in the Gulf in its campaign to 
choke off Iran's oil exports which 
Tehran needs to pay for its war 
effort. 

The Iranian Navy will launch 
its first locally-manufactured 
tugboat in the next few weeks, 
the IRNA reported. 

Hasty 

At the United Nations, Iraq 
said yesterday the secretary-gen- 
eral’s decision to send a mission 
to investigate allegations of 
chemical warfare by Iraq was a 
"hasty response to unsubstan- 
tiated Iranian allegations 
Hes.” 

A statement by the mission 
said the fact that Iran asked to 
postpone the mission confirms 
that Iran has no evidence to back 
up these fabrications. 


Iran has been asking the UN 
secretariat for weeks to dispatch 
a mission to the Baneb area 
where Iran claims Iraq had used 
chemical weapons. But on Wed- 
nesday, Iran raid it was not ready 
to receive the mission. 

The US Senate today condem- 
ned the use of nerve gas in the 
Iran-Iraq war ana urged 
President Reagan to pursue 
aggressively an international 
agreement to ban production 
and stockpiling of all chemical 
weapons. 

In London, armed forces Min- 
ister of State lan Stewart said 
that Britain, the Netherlands and 
Belgium are forming a joint min- 
esweeping task force in the Gulf 
to be headed by a British Navy 
officer. 

Meanwhile, shipping sources 
in Manama said that the min e- 
damaged US missile frigate 
Samuel B. Roberts has been 
refloated prior to loading aboard 
a special cargo vessel for the trip' 
home. 


British hostages to be freed soon 


Waite ‘taken to Iran’ 


SHARJAH, United Arab 
Emirates, June 24.- (Agencies): 
Church of England envoy Terry 
-Waite and some other hostages 
held in Lebanon have been taken _ 
to Iran wberethey wjli.be freed 
soon. AJ Khaleej newspaper has 
reported. 

It quoted "informed Lebanese 
sources” in its front page report, 
which said the other hostages 
involved "are believed to be Brit- 
ish too." 

Editor Ghassan Tahboub, 
when contacted, declined to 
identify the sources and stressed 
that the hostage issue was 
"delicate and complicated." 

Agreement 

The daily said Waite and other 
hostages were moved from their 
kidnappers’ hideouts in the 
Shiite-dominated slums of south 
Beirut by Iranian Revolutionary 
Guards last month. 

The Revolutionary Guards 
had been fighting alongside 
guerrillas of the pro-Iranian 
Hezbollah against the Shiite 
Amal militia in the slums. 

The guards moved out of 
south Beirut under a ceasefire 
agreement brokered by Syria and 


Iran that ended three weeks of 
fierce fighting, A1 Khaleej repor- 
ted. 

It said the guards, along with 
Waite and other C^Rttycs, .sent 
first to the* Syrian capital of 
Damascus and then to Tehran. 

It was not clear if the Syrians 
were aware the hostages were 
being moved. 

The daily. said the captives 
"are expected to be released 
within the coming few days.” 

Other reports have said the 
-hostages are held in a Hezbollah 
barracks ringed by Syrian troops 
in south Beirut. 

It came amid signs of a thaw in 
the strained relations between 
Tehran and London. 

Optimistic 

Four British legislators left 
Tehran Wednesday after an 
unofficial three-day mission to 
improve ties between Britain and 
Iran. 

Iran’s Charge d' Affaires m 
London, Mohammad Akh- 
noond Zadeh, said Wednesday 
after the British mission returned 
that he was "very optimistic" 
that an improvement in Anglo- 
Ir anian relations would lead to 


the British captives being freed. 

The British government denies 
that the contacts involved 
negotiations with the kidnap- 
pers. . . . .. ; \ 

’ Foreign Secretary Sir' Geof- 
frey Howe, adamantly opposing 
any deal for the release of British 
hostages in Lebanon, said yester- 
day in London that any major 
improvement in Anglo-Iraman 
diplomatic relations is up to 
Tehran. 

Contacts 

Howe put a damper on rising 
hopes that the recent series of 
Anglo-lranian contacts could 
lead to the early return of a Brit- 
ish diplomat to Tehran and 
negotiations for the British hos- 
tages. 

At a luncheon of the Associa- 
tion of American Correspon- 
dents, he said the private visit of 
British lawmakers to Tehran had 
not changed Britain’s policy 
towards Iran or the hostages. 

Roger Cooper, a British busin- 
essman, jailed two and a half 
years ago on charges of spying in 
Iran, has written from bis prison 
cell urging London to improve 
relations with Tehran.

£££!*--- Settlers shoot 
SaSSSSS at Palestinians

PEOPLE who have been finger- 
printed once, will not have to 
undergo the process again, the 
director of the Criminal Inves- 
tigation Department at the Min- 
istry of Interior Brig. Mansour 
A1 Ibrahim has said. 

The Civil Identification card 
number provided to each person 
would suffice to obtain their res- 
pective files and fingerprint 
records, he added. The new rule, 
is aimed at avoiding inconven- 
ience to residents and streamlin- 
ing the workload. 

Population 

AI Ibrahim also said, the 
department has almost com- 
pleted the registration and clas- 
sification of fingerprints for the 
entire population of Kuwait. . 

Fingerprints of more than 

1,345.000 people have been 
taken tin June 19 of this year. 
This is about 98 per cent of the 
total population of Kuwait 

However, he added, the regis- 
tration and classification of fin- 
gerprints will continue as there 
are many new arrivals in Kuwait 
and others are reaching the age 
when fingerprinting becomes 
mandatory. 

The director disclosed that the 
department is planning to use 
computers to store and classify 
fingerprints. He said, this would 
solve the problem of delays 
related to fingerprint applica- 
tions. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
June 24, (Agencies): A Jewish 
settler stabbed by an Arab 
chased his attacker through a 
crowded marketplace and shot 
him in the occupied West Bank 
town of Hebron today, the Army 
said. 

In Nablus in the West Bank, 
another Jewish settler shot and 
wounded nine Palestinians when 
be fired on stone throwers who 
pelted his car after Friday 
prayers, Arab and hospital sour- 
ces said. Witnesses said the man 
was bleeding in the arm. 

The incidents were the most 
serious since a communique 
issued on Wednesday by the 
underground leadership of a six- 
month Palestinian uprising 
called for an escalation of attacks 
on Israelis. 

Violence 

In Hebron, a flashpoint of 
Arab-Israeli violence, settler 
Ydna Haikin, 35, was returning 
from shopping when he wasstab- 
bed in the chest and back. Israel 
Radio said. . 

Haikin, who fired his pistol 
once and missed, chased his 
Palestinian attacker for more 
than 50 metres (yards) before 
trapping him at a roadblock and 
shooting him in the stomach. 

The Israeli was in serious but 
stable condition. The Palestin- 
ian’s condition was not 


immediately known. 

Two Israeli paratroopers pres- 
sed their dubs against the faces of 
two Palestinians near the Amari 
refugee camp and one soldier 
shouted: "Hus is the last time we 
want to see you on the street" 

- “You are a dog,” shouted the 
other soldier. "Say that all Arabs 
are stupid.” The Palestinians, 
who were stopped while driving a 
relative to the hospital, did not 
respond. 

Power 

The incident today, witnessed 
by a reporter from the window o f 
a nearby home in the camp, 
appeared to be part of a new 


troublemakers off the streets. 
Similar reports of Army scare 
tactics have come from other 
West Bank cities. 

The Army today released 89 
Arab detainces, 4 and prisoners, 
agreeing to requests by promin- 
ent Palestinians. Defence Mini-

£ia opens 
world’s 
'largest’ 
mosque 

ISLAMABAD, June 24, (Agen- 
cies): Pakistan President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq today 
formally opened a mosque des- 
cribed as world's biggest, nine 
days after making the Islamic 
sharia legal code his country’s 
supreme law. 

Tire cavernous main hall of the 
S45 million Shah Faisal Mosque 
in Islamabad was packed with 

10,000 men, women and children 
as General 2a strode in surroun- 
ded by bodyguards. 

Thousands more gathered 
outside under a blazing sun in an 
afternoon temperature of 38 
degrees Centigrade (100 degrees) 
Fahrenheit). 

2a did not make a speech dur- 
ing the 90-minuie ceremony, but 
after prayers he mingled briefly 
with worshippers sitting in neat 
rows on a blue carpet under a 
giant chandelier. 

Women peered through 
carved marble screens separating 
them from the men. 

Campaign 

Diplomats have said the open- 
ing of the mosque, with its futur- 
istic design, was timed to coin- 
cide with 2a's campaign to run 
Pakistan on strict Islamic lines. 

2a’s critics argue the cam- 
paign is a smokescreen to con- 
fuse his political opponents. 

2a sacked Prime Minister 
Mohammad Khan Junejo on 
May 29, accusing his administra- 
tion of inefficiency and corrup- 
tion, and of failing to promote 
Islam in this country of 100 
million people. 

Zia empowered superior 
courts to strike down Pakistani 
laws which conflict with sharia. 

He has also ordered civil 
servants to observe daily prayers. 

The mosque, described as the 
biggest in the world by Pakistani 
officials who helped oversee its 
construction, is set in 184 hec- 
tares (46 acres) of grounds. 

2a had supervised the con- 
struction, which began in 1978 
with funds donated by the late 
King Faisal of Saudi Arabia. 

Tne Faisal Mosque, can 
accommodate 10,000 people in 
its prayer hall and 100,000 people 
in its granite-covered cour- 
tyards. It was designed by Turk- 
ish architect Vedat Delokay. 

It is shaped like a bedouin tent 
with no central supporting 
pillars, with towering minarets at 
each corner. * 


Landslide buries 
a Turkish village 


CATAK, Turkey, June 24 
(Reuter): Falling rocks halted 
rescue work at the buried Turk- 
ish village of Catak today, badly 
injuring one man and forcing 
searchers to race for safety. 

Rocks bounced down the 
mountain side towards onlook- 
ers at the site, where hope is fad- 
ing that survivors wil] still be 
found from a landslide yester- 
day. 

The deputy governor of the 
nearby Black Sea port of Trab- 
zon, Erkan Isilgan, said up to 75 
people could ' have been buried 
yesterday: "He dismissed ah' 
estimate by the Turkish Red 
Crescent that the death toll could 
be 300. 

Rescue 

As search operations contin- 
ued this afternoon, the blast of 
police whistles sent hundreds of 
rescue workers, journalists and 
members of the security forces 
clambering for safety over the 
mud. 

The rock fall, about 36 hours 
after half a million tonnes of mud 
and rock struck the Black Sea 


village, forced total evacuation 
of the site. 

A member of a West German 
rescue team which flew in early 
today said the searchers were 
unlikely to work after dark 
because of the danger of further 
falling rocks. Three West Ger- 
mans are reported missing. 

Wolfgang Krelchmer, from 
Stuttgart, said that just before 
the latest rock fall, rescuers had 
been concentrating on the site of 
a restaurant buried under tonnes 
of rubble. 


Krelchmer highlighted the 
uncertainty over the possible 
death toll, saying he had been 
told about 1 00 people were in the 
restaurant when the landslide hit 
at breakfast time yesterday. 

The Turkish Red Crescent 
said up to 300 of the village's 

1,000 residents could have been 
killed when the landslide smoth- 
ered buildings, including a 
school, cars and buses. 

Isilgan said: "I do not know 
how and why the Red Crescent

Soviets may expel more Canadians 


Tit-for-tat spy row 


OTTAWA, June 24, (Agen- 
cies): Canada faces the threat of 
more tit-for-tat expulsions of its 
diplomats from the Soviet Union 
after it ordered Moscow's top- 
ranking military attache to leave 
in the biggest Canadian spy scan- 
dal in years. 

"Yes, on par," Soviet press 
attache Viacheslav Bogdanov 
said when asked if retaliation was 
likely for the latest in a series of 
moves that began when Canada 
expelled 1 7 diplomats on espion- 
age charges last week. 

The Kremlin expelled two 
Canadian diplomats and barred 
three others from coming back to 
Moscow. 

Protest 

The two diplomats ordered 
out of Moscow wi thin three days 
were Naval Attache Comman- 
der Raymond Steele and First 
Secretary and Press Attache 
Evelyn Puxley, a second 
secretary. 

Three Canadians who worked 
previously at the embassy were 
declared persona non grata and 
forbidden from returning to the 


Soviet Union. They were iden- 
tified as Ann Leahy, a first 
secretary: John Digangi, a 
second secretary; and Kenneth 
Moody, an air attache. 

The official Soviet protest note 
said they had “engaged them- 
selves in activities which are 
absolutely unacceptable," which 
is diplomatic jargon for spying. 

On Thursday, Canada 
ordered the military attache out 
of the country and also declared 
a former Soviet embassy 
secretary persona non grata. 

Accusing 

Externa] Affairs Minister Joe 
Clark said the government was 
responding to the “unjustified 
expulsion" of two Canadian 
diplomats by Moscow on Wed- 
nesday. Canada also cul by three 
the number of Soviet officials all- 
owed to operate in Canada. 

The scandal became public on 
Tuesday, with Ottawa accusing 
the Soviet Union of conducting a 
wide-ranging spy operation in 
Canada aimed at obtaining clas- 
sified information for commer- 
cial and military purposes. 


Rajiv sacks 
two chief 
ministers 

NEW DELHI, June 24. 
(Reuter): Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi dismissed tu o state chief 
ministers, and a government 
spokesman said he had called 
Finance Minister Narain Dull 
Tiu ari home from London 

The announcement imme- 
diately triggered speculation of a 
cabinet reshuffle. 

Tiwari is from Uttar Pradesh, 
the politically important north- 
ern state whose Chief Minister 
Vir Bahadur Singh, ruling party- 
sources said, was told to step 
down yesterday. 

Tiwari's summons home from 
London meetings, where he was 
seeking foreign investment in 
India, suggested he would 
replace Singh, the sources in 
Rajiv's Congress ( 1 ) party said. 

Changes 

They said a cabinet reshuffle 
and changes in the party to 
prepare for general elections due 
by the end of 1 9S9 were expected 
after the parly's poor perfor- 
mance in June 16 by-elections. 

S.B. Chavan, Chief Minister 
of Maharashtra, centred on 
Bombay, India's financial 
capital, was also told to step 
down as part of Rajiv's move to 
make changes in tne party, the 
sources said. 

Tiwari was made chief mini- 
ster of Uttar Pradesh. India's 
most populous state, in 1984 to 
prepare it for a general election 
Rajiv called that year after taking 
over from his assassinated 
mother. Indira. 

Tiwari was brought to New 
Delhi the following year as 
industry minister and replaced 
Vishwanath Pratap Singh as fin- 
ance minister in 1987. V.P. Singh 
was shifted to defence, and soon 
forced to resign.

The two could face each other 
in Uttar FTadesh. V.P. Singh, 
who has waged a campaign 
accusing the Rajiv government 
of corruption since quitting 
office, was the opposition can- 
didate who handed Congress an 
embarrassing defeat in a 
parliamentary by-election in 
Uttar Pradeshlast week. 

The stale provides 85 of the 
544 members of parliament's 
lower house, including Rajiv, 
and is a barometer of trends in 
the electorally crucial Hindi- 
speaking bell in northern India. 

Chavan was being replaced to 
curb growing dissection in the 
Congress Party in Maharashtra, 
the sources said. 


Pro-Iranian 
Bahrainis j'aiied 

BAHRAIN, June 24, (Reuter): 
A state security court has jailed 
nine Bahrainis for up to five 
years for belonging lo an anli- 
governmeoi Islamic group. 

The prosecution said the men 
were members of the outlawed 
Islamic Front for the Liberation 
of Bahrain, a group bent on over- 
throwing the government of the 
Gulf Arab state. Security sources 
said the group was based in 
Tehran. 

Four men were sentenced lo 
five years' imprisonment and the 
other five to three-year terms by 
a three-man bench. 

The court-appointed lawyer 
Abdul Shaheed Khalaf said the 
defendants, detained in July 
1986, ranged in age from 16 to 23. 


Prostitution ring 

PARIS. June 24, (AP): Police 
broke up a prostitution ring that 
employed 1 65 Caribbean 
immigrants in France and West 
Germany, sources said. 


Arafat willing to meet Americans 


BELGRADE,Jtme24, (Reuter): 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat 
said today he is willing to meet 
American officials to discuss 
ways of solving the Palestinian 
question, the Yugoslav news 
agency Tanjug said. 

The PLO chairman made the 
statement dining an official visit 
to Yugoslavia, which supports 
the Palestinian cause. 


Arafat "said he was ready to 
meet an official American 
representative and discuss the 
solution of the Palestinian ques- 
tion and the crisis in the Middle 
East," Tanjug reported. 

Arafat made the remark dur- 


ing a visit to Tanjug headofficein 
reply to a question asking 
whether the PLO had sent an 
official document to the White 
House on PLO relations with 
Israel Tanjug said. 

He was accompanied by one of 
his closest advisers, Bassam Abu 
Sharif, who recently wrote an 
article published in London in 
the Middle East Mirror on Israel 
and Middle East peace prosp- 
ects. 

The article apparently sof- 
tened the PLO line against Israel 
endorsing United Nations 
resolutions that assert Israd’s 
right to exist, and proclaiming 
"we (the PLO) are ready for 
peace now.'* 


Its publication prompted the 
United Slates to question 
whether it was an authoritative 
PLO statement or only Bassam's 
personal views. 

Asked if the article was an 
“authentic PLO statement," 
Arafat was quoted by Tanjug as 
saying: "I will not tell this to you, 
but only lo an American 
representative.’' 

Amateur 

"With the Israelis I can only 
talk at an international con- 
ference. I am not an amateur in 
politics. I am president of the 
PLO,”. Arafat added, as quoted 
by Tanjug. 

“Arafat today clearly confir- 


med that the PLO accepts all UN 
resolutions, including resolu- 
tions 242 and 338," Tanjug said. 

Arafat also denied that Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev had 
recently suggested that the PLO 
should recognise Israel it added. 
“It was incorrectly interpreted," 
Arafat said. 

The PLO leader recalled that 
the United Stales had stated the 
key to settling the Middle East 
crisis "lies in the PLO’s accep- 
tance of UN resolution 242," 
Tanjug said. 

He said he had publicly asser- 
ted this in Addis Ababa in front 
of UN Secretary-General Javier

Differences between Luanda and Pretoria emerge 

Angola peace talks open 


CAIRO, June 24, (Reuter): 
Four-party talks on ending the 
1 3-year-old war in Angola began 
in Cairo today but differences 
quickly emerged between 
Luanda and Pretoria, diplomats 
said. 

South African Foreign Mini- 
ster Pik Botha and Defence Min- 
ister Magnus Malan submitted 
proposals believed to envisage a 
more rapid withdrawal of some 

50,000 Cuban troops in Angola 
than the four-year timetable sug- 
gested by Havana. 

“Apart from the fact that we 
received the proposal a month 
and a half late, it's not really a 
proposal at alt" said a high-ran- 
king Angolan diplomat. 

“It does not even respond to 
our proposal. It's unacceptable," 
he told Reuters. 

The official was speaking dur- 
ing a break in preliminary talks 
between delegates from Angola, 

Royal ’copter 
flies too dose 
to a jumbo 

LONDON, June 24, (Reuter): 
Britain's Civil Aviation Auth- 
ority (CAA) said today it was 
investigating how a helicopter 
■carrying Princess Margaret flew 
too close to a full British Airways 
jumbo jet near London's Heath- 
row Airport. 

The incident occurred on 
Wednesday shortly after Prin- 
cess Margaret, Queen 
Elizabeth's sister, boarded the 
royal helicopter on the grounds 
of her residence, Kensington 
Palace, for a journey to Qued- 
geiey, west of London. 

CAA radar records showed 
that the helicopter and the Boe- 
ing 747, which was carrying 337 
people, were on parallel tracks a 
half-mile (800 meters) apart over 
west London, but were separated 
vertically by 900 feet. 

The standard minim um ver- 
tical separation at that distance is 

1 ,000 feet (300 metres). 

A CAA spokesman said air 
traffic control filed a “man- 
datory occurrence” but the 
incident was not reported as a 
□ear miss. 

He rejected reports that the 
aircraft might have been as close 
as 300 feel (90 metres). 

“They were half-a-miie apart 
horizontally and at that distance 
the one should have been J ,000 
feet higher than the other,” he 
said. 

Arab matter 

BEIRUT, June 24, (Reuter): 
Libya attacked the United States 
for voicing concern over reports 
China was preparing to sell 
advanced missiles to Syria. 

“Attempts by any Arab state 
to strengthen its defence 
capabilities, including the pur- 
chase of any kind of weapons, are 
a pure Arab matter which do not 
need seeking the advice of 
America,” the official Libyan 
news agency Jana said.

IRA downs British

No rth Dakota suffers from searing heat 

Drought bakes US prairie 


JAMESTOWN, North Dakota, 
June 24, (AP): The drought bak- 
ing the American prairie is ruin- 
ing the breeding grounds of 
waterfowl who come from as far 
away as Argentina. 

North Dakota, cited by the 
Agriculture Department as suf- 
fering more from the searing heat 
than any other state, is at the 
heart of the prairie Pothole 
region, a 300,000-square-mile 
(77 5, 000-squire- kilometre) patc- 
h of glacial gouges that is a 
critical stop for migrating and 
nesting birds. 

The potholes trap precious 
fresh water that creates the food 
and shelter for birds trying to 
reproduce. 

About 50 per cent of all ducks 
in North America come from the 
prairie potholes. Among the 1 19 
bird species found in North Dak- 


ota are seagulls, pelicans, and 
even swallows from Bolivia and 
upland sandpipers that fly 6,000 
miles (10,000 kins) from the 
Argentina Pampas to nest in the 
potholes. 

Barren 

But this year, because of 
record-breaking heat, a drastic 
drop in annual rainfall and a 
barren, dry winter, the US fish 
and Wildlife Service estimates 
the duck population in North 
Dakota is down 18 percent from

Palestinian sources said foll- 
owers of Palestine Liberation 
Organisation chairman Yasser 
Arafat exchanged machinegun 
fire, rocket-propelled grenades, 
and mortars with dissidents loyal 
to rebel leader Said Mousa in the 
Shatila and Bouij El Barajneh 
refugee camps. 

The sources said the dashes 
erupted before dawn today after 
the two shantytowns, controlled 
by Arafat's fighters, were shelled 


by ‘the rebels positioned 'around 

the camps. 

--At -least-two people were killed 
<and' lS-wbufided'tn the six-hour 
dash, police said. 

The latest round of fighting 
raised the toll of 14 days of inter- 
Palestinian clashes for the con- 
trol of the badly damaged slums 
— a collection of demolished, 
small, tin, wooden and concrete 
houses — to 39 dead and 138 
wounded, police said. 

The followers of Arafat 
pushed their foes out of the two 
camps in fightinglast month that 
left at least 30 people dead. Since 
then, the anti-Arafat rebels have 
maintained positions around 
Shatila and Boutj El Barajneh .

Pakistanis 
face death 

DHAKA, : June 24, (Reuter): A 
Bangladesh -judge has sentenced 
five Pakistanis to be executed for 
drug smuggling, the first time the 
country has imposed death sen- 
tences for narcotics offences, 
court officials said on Thursday. 

They said judge Sheikh Rez- 
wan Ait, who ordered two other 
Pakistanis to be imprisoned for 
life, issued the sentences on Wed- 
nesday after a year-long secret 
trial. 

Ali's judgment said the seven 
had all confessed. 

They arrived in Dhaka by air 
on Oct 10, 1986, with three kg of 
heroin worth $400,000.

AMMAN, June 24, (Reuter): 
Japanese Foreign Minister 
Sosuke Uno wants Japan to help 
promote tyfidcUe East peace and 
is studying ways of helping 
resolve the Arab-Israeli conflict, 
an official spokesman said on 
Thursday. 

Zenji Kaminaga, director of 
the Middle East division of 
Japan's Foreign Ministry, told a 
news conference thaL Tokyo's 
plans to expand its role would be 
determined by the outcome of 
Uno’s current tour of four Mid- 
dle Eastern states. 

Uprising 

“Uno has no concrete 
proposal on how to solve the 
problem, but he will have a 
thorough study on the position ■ 
of each of the countries involved 
in the Arab-Israeli conflict in 
order to help promote a peaceful 
solution to the issue," Kaminaga 
said. 

Uno arrived in Jordan from 
Damascus on Thursday, the 
second-leg of a four-nation tour 
to explain to regional leaders his 
country's interest in promoting 
peace, stability and economic 


development in the region. 

He and senior Jordanian 
officials, including Crown Pri nee 
Hassan, discussed efforts to 
solve the Palestine problem and 
the anti-Israeli uprising in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, in which 220 Palestinians 
and four Israelis have been 
killed. 

The 66-year-old minister will 
also visit Egypt and Israel, where 
he will be the first tophlevel 
Japanese minis ter to visit the 
Zionist state. 

“It is high time that Japan 
should contribute to improving 
the situation in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
which has been deteriorating 
since December — when the upr- 
ising erupted,” said Kaminaga.

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Extremist 
Sikh group 
blamed for 
bombings 


AMRITSAR, June 24. (Reuter): 
Indian police said on Thursday 
■they believe the most extreme 

Sikh fundamentalist group was 
responsible for bombs that killed 
at least 27 people in the northern 
city of Amritsar. 

They said Tuesdays bombs 
appeared to be the work of the 
Babbar Khalsa group, which has 
been blamed for bomb attacks in 

Thcf shadowy group has long 
evaded police, but this time they 
felt confident of a breakthrough, 
said a senior police official. 

“Unlike in the past we are now 
betting on some feedback on the 
man behind the bombings. ' he 
told Reuters. 

The official would not reveal 
further details, but he appeared 
to hope Sikhs outraged by the 
bombing and fearful of an anti- 
Sikh backlash would volunteer 
information. 

More than 60 people were 
injured by time bombs which 
exploded in a busy street near 
Amritsar's Golden Temple. Ten 
are still in critical condition. 

Victims 

Although the bombs were 
planted in a predominantly 
Hindu area, Sikhs were also 
killed and wounded. 

Babbar Khalsa members have 
been linked to earlier bombings 
and were also probably behind 
attacks which killed 1 6 people in 
neighbouring Haryana state and 
three in New Delhi since Sunday, 
he said. 

The Babbar Khalsa is trying to 
win supremacy among various 
factions fighting to establish an 
independent Sikh homeland in 
the north Indian state of Punjab, 
said communist author Satyapal 
Dang, an expert on the mi li tants. 

He said they were trying to 
lake advantage of the damage 
inflicted on at least two other 
factions during May's siege of 
the Golden Temple. 

Dang said Babbar Khalsa was 
the most fundamental of all Sikh 
fundamentalist groups. He said 
it aimed to provoke a Hindu 
backlast against Sikhs. 


Fiji yet to recover illegal arms 


SUVA. June 24, (UP1): Fiji’s 
Army chief Brigadier Sittveni 
Rabuka^ revealed Thursday that 
most of the 1 2 tons ofillegal arms 
shipped to his country last April 
had not yet been recovered and 
announced a one-month 
amnesty period for their surren- 
der. 

“If after the one month grace 
period has expired all the missing 
weapons have not been surren- 
dered, then the interim govern- 
ment will have no alternative but 
to take every action at its dis- 
posal to recover the missing 
weapons and bring those 
involved to justice," said 
Rabuka, who is also Minister for 


Home Affairs. 

The shipment of illegal arms 
was believed to be destined Tor 
Fijian radicals of Indian descent. 

In April 1987, Fijians elected 
the nation’s first Indian-majority 
government, Dr Timoci 
Bavadra. 

Threat 

Rabuka toppled Bavadra’s 
Indian-dominated government 
to prevent Indians, a 51 per cent 
majority, from stripping native 
Melanesians of constitutionally 
guaranteed land rights and from 
ever winning power again. 

Governor-General Ratu Sir 
Penaia Ganilau was appointed 


the first President of the new 
republic Dec 5, 1987. and 
Rabuka declared his own resig- 
nation as acting head of state and 
government. 

Rabuka said the continued 
existence of the weapons in Fiji 
posed “a very grave threat to the 
nation.” 

“There can be no doubt that 
the peace, stability, law and 
order and progress, which the 

lard to maintain are in danger,” 
he said. 

Since the security forces laun- 
ched their investigations, a num- 
ber of persons have been arrested 
and charged, he added.

UK-lran talks make progress 


LONDON, June 24, (Reuter): 
Britain said on Thursday it had 
agreed on the timing for paying 
Lran nearly £1 million ($1.75 
million) to settle compensation 
claims arising from damage to 
embassies in both countries. 

“We have agreed on when to 
make our payment to Iran and 
that it will be made ia three ins- 
tallments,” a Foreign Office 
spokesman said. 

The two countries began talks 
in London two weeks ago.

The Foreign Office spokes- 
man stressed: “The outcome of

Middle East experts have said 
the Iranian delegation's visit 
could pave the way to normalis- 
ing relations and help secure the 
release of three British hostages 
held in Lebanon. 

Britain has repeatedly said it 
opposes any sort of deal with 
Iran for the release of hostages. 

The Iranian news agency 
IRNA, monitored in Nicosia, 
reported on Thursday that the 
Loncton talks had ended in 
agreement and letters of under- 
standing would be exchanged 
□ext week. 

But the Foreign Office said 
some details remained 
unresolved and no date bad been 
set for an exchange of letters.

IRNA. received in Nicosia, 
said Ahani was proposed by 
Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayari and approved by 
President Ali Khamenei.

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Arms embargo against Iran will 
not work: Soviet official 


BAHRAIN, June 24, (Reuter): 
A senior Soviet diplomat in the 
Gulf said an international arms 
embargo against Iran would not 
work. 

“An arms embargo against 
Iran would not be beneficial or 
effective,” visiting Soviet envoy 
Ernest Zverev told Bahrain's 
Arabic daily newspaper Akhbar 
Al -Khaleej in an interview publi- 
shed yesterday. 

Zverev, the Soviet Ambas- 
sador to Kuwait, said Moscow 
wanted good relations with 
Tehran. 

He said the Soviet Union had a 
long border with Iran and 40 
million Muslims lived in the 
southern Soviet republics. 

Some of them might sympath- 
ise with Iran, the newspaper 
quoted him as saying. 

Several Gulf states back Wes- 


tern calls for arms sanctions 
against Iran, although Moscow 
and other members of the UN 
Security Council have resisted 
pressure from the United States 
to impose an embargo. 

Ceasefire 

Last July the UN passed 
resolution 598 calling for a 
ceasefire in the Gulf war between 
Iran and Iraq, now in its eighth 
year. 

The idea of sanctions against 
either of the belligerents which 
did not accept the rail was tabled 
at the same time. 

Iraq accepts the ceasefire 
terms but Iran has said blame for 
the start of the war must be 
decided first 

Zverev, on the first visit to 
Bahrain by a Soviet diplomat, 
said Moscow has not provided 
Tehran with any weapons or 


military spares and accused 
Washington of not bang sincere 
in its call for an embargo. 

He said President Reagan 
made only a passing remark on 
the issue at the superpower sum- 
mit in Moscow earlier this 
month. 

Offered 

The Soviet diplomat was due 
to return to Kuwait vesterday 
after talks here with senior 
officials and Amir of Bahrain, 
Sheikh Issa Bin Salman A1 
Khalifa. 

Bahrain, like Saudi Arabia 
and Qatar, does not have 
diplomatic ties with Moscow. 

Zverev said Moscow, which 
has ties with the United Arab 
Emirates and Oman, had offered 
to establish diplomatic links with 
Bahrain “but we are not in a 
hurry in the time being.” 


KD 1.4m 
subsidies 
in May 


GOVERNMENT subsidies last 
May amounted to KD 1 .4 million 
distributed on a number of basic 
food commodities and other 
materials, an official source in 
the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry said yesterday. 

He broke down the amount of 
money spent on various sub- 
sidized items including those in 
the ration card, fodder and con- 
struction materials. 

The funds further went to rents 
of warehouses and costs of ferry- 
ing consumer goods to the 
Failaka Island co-operative 
society, he elaborated. 

The source noted that 364 new 
ration cards were issued in the 
same month covering 3460 
individuals. 


THE assistant director of the 
Capital Labour Department 
Duaij Khalifa A1 Reesn said the 
department constantly strives to 
develop its capabilities and 
upgrade the operations and per- 
formance of its personnel. 

He said applications for trans- 
fer of residence from one sponsor 
to another were carefully scrutin- 
ised on receipt to ensure that the 
documents presented by the 
applicant were in order.

Saudi role 
hailed 


KUWAITI weekly magazine on 
Thursday hailed Saudi Arabia's 
role in strengthening the Arab 
solidarity to confront the 
challenges against the Muslim 
and Arab states.

King Fahd’s attendance ays- 
talised the kingdom's role in the 
Arab reconciliation and the 
Arab solidarity, the paper poin- 
ted out, adding that the inter- 
national Zionists campaigns 
against Saudi Arabia regarding 
the Chinese missiles came in res- 
ponse to the kingdom's basic role 
m the international, Islamic and 
Arab arenas. 


PARIS. June 24. (KUNA): Mas- 
soud Raja vi, head of the national 
council of resistance and com- 
mander- in-chief of the National 
Liberation Army of Iran (NLA), 
denied the Khomeini regime's 
allegations that Mehran had 
been captured by Iraq and that 
eiramicai weapons were used to 
liberate that town. 

In a statement released yester- 
day by the Baghdad-based office 
of the People's Mujahedeen of 
Iran and distributed here, Rajavi 
dismissed the claims as “totally 
false” and said that they were 
aimed at explaining the 
“humiliating defeat” of the 
Khomeini forces. 

. “The regime ’ydaim regarding 
the use of chemic al weapons is a 
pure lie,” he said, adding that the 
NLA did not possess such 
weapons. 

“The most potent weapons of 
the NLA is the unshakable will of 
the Iranian people and the NLA 
for peace and freedom with the 
full support of all the people of 
Iran and the National Liberation 
Army”, he concluded. 

The NLA forces of Massoud 
Rajavi, who is living in exile in 
Iraq, are reported to have killed 
or wounded 8,000 soldiers of the 
Khomeini forces and taken 1 ,500 
prisoners when they captured 


Mehran, west of Iran, on Mon- 
day. 

The Mujahedeens estimated at 
more than two billion dollars the 
losses suffered by the enemy in 
that three-day major offensive 
code-named “operation forty 
stars.”

Saudis behead dope smugglers 
to prevent drug problem 


RIYADH, June 24, (AP): 
Ghuloom Mohammed Hussein 
was publicly beheaded recently 
in what is known as Riyadh's 
“Justice Square.” 

His crime: Irving to smuggle 
2.45 kilograms (5 1-2 pounds) of 
hashish into Saudi Arabia, where 
under Islamic sharia law, 
beheading is justified under cer- 
tain circumstances. 

Until recently, most prisoners 
who were beheaded were either 
murderers or rapists. 

But Saudi Arabia'sroyal auth- 
orities, alarmed at a developing 
drug problem among the coun- 
try's young people, decreed the 
death penalty for drug smugglers 
in March 1987. 

So far,' right men, some of 
them Saudis, have been executed 
for drug offences. 

Decreased 

'The smugglers have found a 
new market lor drugs in Saudi 
Arabia,” said Saleh Bin Nasser, 
deputy chairman of the Youth 
Welfare Authority. 

He estimated that most Saudi 
drug users are between 16and2I 
years old and declared: “We 
must save the youth of Saudi 
Arabia.” 

His office, in conjunction with 
theNational Anti-drug Commit- 
tee, recently sponsored a four- 
day symposium on the effective- 
ness of capital punishment as a 
deterrent to drug smuggling. 
Harsh 

The delegates noted that since 
last year's. royal decree, drug 
smuggling has decreased 40 per 
cent and drug-related crimes 1 1 
percent 

“Narcotics not only threaten 
individuals and families, but the 
security and safety of society as a 
whole,” said a report issued at 
the symposium. - 

The punishment may seem 
harsh, but Saudi officials point 
out that it is justified by the 
Quran, the Muslim holy book 


which governs every aspect of life 
in Saudi Arabia. 


“In the Quran, there is a very 
clear word concerning people 
who are destroyers of society," 
Bin Nasser said.

‘Trifling quantities of cocaine 
and heroin have been seized, 
quantities that don’t represent a 
disturbing percentage of drugs 
smuggled into our country,” he 
said. 

He gave no statistics, but said, 
that most of thedrugs seized were 
hashish, captagon, a stimulant, 
and seconal capsules. 

He also noted that there is no 
narcotics cultivation or man- 


drug abuse. 

Bin Nasser believes that 
boredom among the kingdom's 
youth may also be a factor. 

While Saudi officials appear 
convinced that the death penalty 
has been an effective deterrent, 
they don’t believe that capital 
punishment alone will eliminate 
the problem. 

Bin Nasser said the kingdom 
will soon implement anti-drag 
programmes m schools, univer- 
sities and more than 160 social, 
cultural and sporting clubs and is 
considering using television to 
warn against the effects of drag 
abuse.

Thatcher’s chance to 


grasp the leadership

TORONTO. (Reuter): Ronald 
Reagan's curtain call on the 
world stage at the Toronto econ- 
omic summit gives Margaret 
Thatcher a chance to seize Lhe 
spotlight as the West's leader in 
international affairs. . — — 

British officials scoff at sug- 
gestions that their prime mini- 
ster. the longest-serving Western 
leader and most experienced of 
the Toronto summit par- 
ticipants. is keen to grasp the 
baton of leadership from 
Reagan. 

But the centre-stage roles 
Tfaatchei loves to play promote 
just the opposite impression at 
international gatherings such as 
this week's s ummi t of major 
industrial democracies. 

Consulting only a brief list of 
Lopic headlines, Thatcher spoke

West Berlin marks 


40th anniversary

WEST BERLIN, (Reuter): To 
keep the besieged city alive for 1 1 
months, it needed 380 aircraft a 
day. 2.3 million tonnes of goods 
and population prepared to tigh- 
ten its belt. 

The statistics of the Berlin 
airlift, which started 40 years ago 
this week, are as impressive as the 
feat of the US and British pilots 
who flew repeated missions 
across Soviet-occupied Ger- 
many from June 1948 to May 
1949. 

The motley collection of 
planes barely managed to dis- 
charge cargoes of food, coal and 
other items at West Berlin's air- 
ports before flying back to reload 
in the western zones of defeated 
Germany. 

But in the air, they still found 
time to do "candy drops”, 
showering small treats from the 
planes down to grateful children 
scrambling over the rubble-filled 
bomb sites. 

Seventy-eight Americans, 
Britons and Germans died in the 
huge operation to supply the 
Western sectors of the former 
German capital after the Soviet 
Union cut all Land links with the 
West, the final act in a long-sim- 
mering row over the future of 
what was left of the Nazi's Third 
Reich.

Blockade 

To Germans in the West, the 
Soviet blockade and the allied 
airlift have become symbols of a 
divided nation almost as much as 
the communist-built Berlin Wall 
that went up in 1961 to stem a 
westward flow of refugees. 

It is also seen as a sign of Wes- 
tern resolve not to abandon 
Berlin, even under Soviet pres- 
sure to do so. 

To those in the East, the Soviet

because Britain and the United

To help supply the hungry 
people in their sectors, the allies 
had to transport many items by 
train, road and canal. 

The Western allies never 
secured a written undertaking 
from Moscow to guarantee 
access along these routes, nor for 
the three air corridors leading 
from Berlin to the West’s zones. 

This was to cost them dear. 

Relations between the Rus- 
sians and the three allies were 
never smooth in Berlin, but by 
early 1948 matters began to 
escalate. 

Soviet soldiers began stopping 
allied military trains and goods 
trucks. Some trains were swit- 
ched into sidings for hours. 

Britain and the United States 
were at this time discussing set- 
ting up a West German govern- 
ment. 

In March, the Soviet Union's 
representative stormed out of»a 
four-power meeting in Berlin in 
protest at this idea. The scene was 
repeated on June 7 when the 
scheme was formalised. 

The final straw came when 
Britain and the United Slates 
announced on June 1 8 they were 
launching a new currency — the 
Deutschemark to replace the 
inflation — hit Reichsmark. 

Moscow reacted by severing 
ground links from west Berlin 
and halting supplies of food and 
coal from the Soviet sector. 


Soviet Communist Party conference 
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Agenda suggests great change, but few goals

MOSCOW, (AP): Nearly a hay- 
century after Josef V. Statin 
ruled over the last Communist 
Party conference, Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev is reviving the forum 
in ah attempt to break the party’s 
chokehold on Soviet society and 
wrest control from its entrenched 
careerists. . . _ 

‘ There were early indications, 
however, that among the 5,000 
delegates gathering for next 
week's 19th all-union conference 
of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union, a substantia] num- 
ber will be opponents of Gorba- 
chev. 

The 57-year-old party chiefs 
original goals in calling the con- 
ference — to overhaul the party 
apparatus and streamline the 
path to modern living — appear 
to have been scaled back. 

Both Soviet and Western 
analysts have suggested this 
indicates the delegate selection 
procedures, which by usual 
Soviet standards were surprisin- 
gly open, enabled Gorbachev's 
conservative opponents to 
obtain enough seats to prevent 
implementation of radical 
measures. 

Rigging 

Gorbachev nonetheless is 
expected to open the proceedings 
Tuesday in the Kremlin's glass 
and marble Palace of Congress 
with a call to limit the tenure of 
party officials and their auth- 
ority over the conduct of govern- 
ment, the economy and their 
fellow members. 

A stormy debate over alleged 
ballot-rigging that sent hundreds 
of demonstrators into the streets 
of Moscow and Leningrad to 
protest the delegate selection 
process offered a vivid illustra- 
tion of the more open political 
atmosphere Gorbachev has 


encouraged. 

But as the first party con- 
ference since 1941 drew near, 
communist officials sought to 
dampen expectations that the 
delegates representing the coun- 
try’s 19 million party members 
would do more than debate a list 
of recommendations or consider 
the personnel issues that could 
decide the fate of Gorbachev’s 
reform programme. 

Some observers said Gorba- 
chev may have decided, after 
watching the fight over 
delegates, not to risk secret 
ballots on his key projects. 

Thirty pages of theses put for- 
ward by the party's policy-mak- 
ing Central Committee as a plat- 
form for discussion at the con- 
ference bear the imprint of Gor- 
bachev’s own ideas. They blame 
the late dictator Josef V. Stalin 
for stifling debate in the party, a 
“vicious practice” that contin- 
ued through the rule of President 
Leonid 1. Brezhnev. 

Abused 

In calling for a limit of two 
five-year terms for elected party 
positions, the proposals struck at 
the foundation of a system of 
personal power and privilege 
built for decades by party 
officials. 

“Some executives started thin- 
king that they had been appoin- 
ted to their posts for life,” the 
theses said. "They considered 
themselves infallible, abused 
power and neglected the interests 
of rank-and-file party members 
and working people.” 

Seventy years after the 
upheavals of the Bolshevik 
Revolution, the conference 
programme pointedly warns 
co mmuni sts they “should act in 
compliance with the constitution 
of the USSR and with Soviet 
laws." 

In its new role envisaged by

Gorbachev, the Communist 


Party would retain its dominant 
role in Soviet society but exercise' 
its power less directly. 

“The CPSU shall steer its ' 
political course via communists 
working in bodies of state auth- 
ority in all spheres of society’s 
life,” the programme said. 

Vla dimi r Kluyev, party leader 
of the Lenin district of Moscow 
and a conference delegate, said 
the plan would leave day-to-day 
management to government 
.officials and economic adminis- 
trators. 

“The political and ideological 
work will remain, but we’ll have 
more time, more effort, and the 
results will be better,” he said. 

However, the proposal raises 
the question whether the party 
can control strategic decisions if 
it gives up its authority to deride 
everyday matters. 

Kluyev predicted to reporters 
that "ho organizational ques- 
tions will be considered at the 
conference” — meaning that 
Gorbachev won’t attempt to 
cement his leadership position by 
making major personnel chan- 
ges, as Stalin did 47 years ago. 

Other party sources, however, 
speaking privately, said there 
may be some new appointments 


to the 300-plus-member Central 
Committee to replace officials 
who have died or retired since 
their election at the last party 
congress in February 1 986. 

More than 60. Central Com- 
mittee members elected at the 
last congress have died, retired or 
lost the jobs that traditionally 
had guaranteed them positions 
on the Central Co mmi ttee. 

Under the party rules that 
prevailed when Statin presided 
over the 194! conference, the 
party session could replace up to 
20 per cent of the members of the 
Central Committee, which had 
been decimated by Stalin's purge 
of the party leadership. 

Party nties have become more 
vague since then, and only one 
paragraph in eight pages is 
devoted to the func tions of a 
party conference. It says a con- 
ference can be called "to discuss 
questions of party 


urgent 
policy.” 

Compared to the party con- 
gresses, which are held every five . 
years to elect the Central Com- 
mittee and set the party iiw« on 
domestic and foreign policy for 
the coming five years, the vague 
rules apparently give the leader- 
ship latitude to present as much, 
or as little, as they see fit to the 
conference. 

Report 

Although Gorbachev will 
make a report to the conference, 
little is known about who else will 
speak or how the meeting wfll be 
structured. Soviet press reports 
indicate the opening and dosing 
sessions will be televised, and 
some official press reports of the 
speeches and actions of the con- 
ference are expected to be publi- 
shed alter the fact. But most of 
the proceedings probably wQl 
take place in secret. 

When the conference was 
announced last June, it 


was 


assumed Gorbachev would use 
the forum to attack resistance to 
his reforms and sweep some of 
his opponents off the Central 
Committee. 

But some prominent Gorba- 
chev supporters have been left off 
the delegate slate as local party 
officials rammed through their 
personal choices, and the party 
hierarchy had to scramble early 
this month to find spots for such 
well-known reformers as his- 
torian Yuri Afanasyev and film- 
maker Elem Klimov. 

Other Gorbachev supporters, 
including outspoken editor 
Vitaly Korotich or the weekly 
magazine Ogonyok, found safe 
seats from their home districts 
far from Moscow after being 
denied slots from Moscow. 

Boris N. Yeltsin, the former 
Moscow party chief who was 
sacked after criticizing the slow 
pace of reform, was elected a 
delegate from Karelia, a far-nor- 
thern region bordering Finland. 

Economist Nikolai Shmelev, a 
leading proponent of radical 
changes, and sociologist 
Tatyana Zaslavskaya, regarded 
as an influential Gorbachev adv- 
iser, failed to be seated. 

Protests 

News reports of ballot- rigging 
by mid-level party officials led to 
protests in Moscow and Lenin- 
grad by unofficial political 
groups that have sprung up in the 
more tolerant atmosphere 
engendered by Gorbachev's 
programme of "glasnost," or 
openness. 

Some reports circulating in 
Moscow predict Gorbachev will 
use the conference to institute 
some major economic changes to 
hasten the impact of his moder- 
nization programme known as 
“perestroika,” or restructuring, 
on skeptical Soviet consumers 
who have yet to feel the effects of 


three years of reform talk. 

For instance, some sources 
have said, be may attempt to win 
endowment for a system that 
would permit families to lease 
sections of collective farms from 
the state and sell their produce 
back to the collective at prevail- 
ing prices.

Thailand tries again for 
coup-less democracy

BANGKOK: If Thailand's July 
24parliamentary elections come 
off without Army interference, 
they will be the second such suc- 
cessful step toward a coup-less 
democracy in two years.

Washington wants to help the 
refugees; yet it understandably 
resists letting too much United 
Nations aid go through the 
Kabul regime which could 
unduly enhance that govern- 
ment’s political prestige, 
legitimacy and influence inside 
Afghanistan. The United States 
is also trying to persuade the 
Peshawar coalition (several of its 
leaders are unabashedly anti- 
Western and anti-American) not 
to obstruct the Geneva 
agreements on Soviet withdr- 
awal and the safe return of 
refugees; yet the US wants to 


should certainly not be done 
while UN mediator Diego Cor- 
dovez is trying to work out some 
coalition compromise, as the US 
has agreed he should try to do. 
Pakistan and congressional 
friends of the mujahideen are lik- 
ely to argue the contrary. 

Most Afghan leaders, both in 
Kabul and in the resistance, seem 
to see the refugees primariy in 
political terms. They compete for 
the support of the refugees and 
view them as those they may be 
able to manipulate by controll- 
ing the flow and distribution of 
international aid. The Kabul 
regime, however, has now agreed 
to let aid flow directly to refugees 
from international agencies. 

Dangerous 

Refugee morale after eight 
years is said to be very low: 
Thousands of villages have been 
razed and elaborate irrigation 
works have gone to weed; 
milli ons of unexploded mines 
reportedly remain scattered 
around the countryside; health 
facilities and food reserves are 
virtually nil; and there is no pros- 
pect of planting crops that will 
grow before next spring. 

Because the situation is dan- 
gerous it might be better if the 
refugees returned slowli 


left to the individuals involved. 
The US should make dear its 
firm opposition to any efforts at 
intimidation or obstruction by 
anyone to the refugees’ return or 
to humanitarian efforts to supply 


food, clothing, housing, and 
medicine on a non-discri min- 
atory basis.

He confronts the most taxing 
refugee problem since the end of 
World War D. UN estimates of 
costs of resettling and caring for 
the refugees range from S450 
million to nearly $2 billion, 
depending on whether one 
includes just food, medicine, and 
short-term housing or adds in 
reconstruction assistance. 

Money will probably not be 
the real problem in the short run. 
US refugee funds were slashed 9 
per cent this year and arelikelyto 
be reduced again next year. New 
food assistance, however, could 
be made available and funds 
could be shifted, if Congress 
agreed, from previously 
unobligated budget accounts, 
such as those allocated to buy 
aims for the mujahideen or can- 
celled military projects. 
Moreover, Japan and the 
Europeans are likely to be gen- 
erous. 

. In every war, people take 
second place to political goals. 
The primary goal or the US in the 
Afghan conflict was to get the 
Soviet Army out, and the US has 
been successful. In the coming 
months the long-term issue of 
which Afghans run Afghanistan 
must not be allowed to blur US 
concern for the Afghan refugees, 
who have been the ultimate vic- 
tims of the war.

SOLEDAD CAPUTITLA, 
Mexico, (UPI): The peasant 
leaned inward on the steep hill- 
side to keep his balance as he 
placed the fiat rock into the 
earth, part of a fragile bulwark to 
protect his nearly perpendicular 
corn field against erosion. 

“Yes, we know all about the 
presidential elections,” said 
Raul Montalvan, ' leaning 
against a shovel. “But what 
really concerns us is the lack of 
rain. 

“It’s very late this year. Can 
any of those candidates bring on 
the rain for me?” 

Mexico's 29 million registered 
voters have a chance to vote July 
6. to choose the man who will 
govern the nation of 82 million 
For the next six years. 

All observers agree that 
Carlos. Salinas de Gortari, stan- 
dard bearer for. Lhe ruling Ins- 
titutional Revolutionary Party, 
known as the PRI, will defeat 
four other candidates. The PRI 


has governed modern Mexico 
since its inception in 1929, never 
losing a presidential or guber- 
natorial race. 

Despite the practically 
foregone conclusion, the cam- 
paign has been more frantic thpn 
ever this year, reaching even to 
isolated hamlets like Soledad 
Caputitla, a comm unity of about 
200 people high in the mountains 
above the Oaxaca Plain, 190 
miles (305 km) southeast ofMex- 
icoCity.

AS THE late John Lennon once 
suggested, if rock ‘n‘roIl was 

g ’ven another name — it might 
: called Chuck Berry. 

Elvis Presley symbolised the 
music's look, Liule Richard 
was its showman, but Chuck 
Berry was its pioneer guitarist 
and outstanding songwriter. 

Today, at the age of 6 i — 33 
years after his debut hit 
Maybellene — Berry is still 
rockin'. More than that, he has 
just entered one of the busiest 
stages in his long career, in 
which has helped to change the 
face of popular music and 
influenced some of its most 
revered stars. 

The recently released Hail! 
Hail! Rock ‘if Roll, a iwo-hour 
Elm featuring both concert and 
documentary rootage or Berry, 
bears testimony to his impact. 
Keith Richards and Eric Clap- 
ton — two of rock's greatest 
guitarists —appear in itplaying 
Berry songs as a tribute to their 
hero. 

Berry has also had his own 
story published — Chuck 
Berry: The Autobiography. 
Articulate and moving, it was 
penned by Berry without the 
assistance of a ghost writer.

I’m only interested in what's 
happening right now. I’m not a 
legend because I don’t start 
anything. But I might have 
given it a big kind of shot in the 
arm." 


Remarkable he may be, and 
songs like Johnny B. Goode, 
Roll Over Beethoven and Sweet 
Little Sixteen are classic and 
enduring reminders of bis 
talents, but Berry is loathe to 
over-emphasise his feats. 

Notoriously difficult to 
interview and extremely wary 
of strangers, Berry will, 
however, step out ofhis shell for 
long enough to refute the 
frequent suggestion that he is a 
genuine 'living legend.' 

“A living legend? I don't 
know about that,” he shrugs. 
“That doesn't enter into my 
performance to any effect. 
When I'm out there on s tage. 


Berry's fans are not so laid 
back in their appreciation of 
him. “So many people owe so 
much to him for style and 
ideas," explains ex-Beatle 
George Harrison. "He is really 
an all-time great as a rock ana 
roll and rhythm and blues 
innovator." 

John Lennon was equally in 
awe of him. "Chuck Berry was 
oneof my main influences when 
I was learning guitar.” he 
admitted . “More than that, he's 
one of the great all-lime poets. 

"You can hear Berry in the 
Beatles, the Rolling Stones and 
in Bob Dylan. Dylan in his elecr 
trie days was very Berrish. 
Chuck is one of the great, great 
ones.” 

He also helped to put the 
famous swagger into Mick J ag- 
ger. “There were quite a few 
American rock singers who got 
me going when I was starting 
out," Jagger recalls. “But none 
had a greater influence than 
Chuck Berry. 

“We'd really study what he 
was doing, really try and soak it 
all up. Maybe it made me 
imitative — but at least I was 
tiyi ng to imi late someone really 
important.” 

Chuck was born Charles 
Edward Berry in St Louis, Mis- 
souri, to Henry Berry, a carpen- 
ter, and his wife, Martha. Both 
members of the Antioch Bapt- 
ist Church Choir in St Louis, 
Berry's parents ensured that 
there was music and singing 
around the household from the 
earliest times. 

“1 actually believe I learned 
the majority of the first bunch

of words in my vocabulary 
from listening to the lyrics of the 
songs that my mother would 
■sing while doing housework," 
he says. 

“Whatever the chore, she'd 
unfailingly tackle it while belt- 
ing out hymn after hymn. 
Sometimes she would emphas- 
ise a passage in a song and the 
change in ber volume and 
expression would frighten me. 

It was as if she'd suddenly dis- 
covered Jesus standing in the 
house enjoying the song?" 

Dock walk 

Long before he ever picked 
up a guitar, one of Chuck's 
most identifiable stage 
trademarks was born in the 
family kitchen, not that he real- 
ised it himself until many years 
later. 

Forever playing with his 
favourable rubber ball as a 
child, Berry would often lose it 
beneath the kitchen table, much ’ 
to the annoyance ofhis mother 
when he came to retrieve it. 

He developed a method of 


getting it back which he hoped 
woultigo unnoticed. “Stooping 
with full-bended knees, but 
with my back and head vertical, 
I could fit under the tabletop — 
while scooting forward and rea- 
ching for he balL” 

He adds: “This squatting 
manner was then requested by 
members of the family many 
times thereafter for the enter- 
tainment of visitors. Soon, 
from their appreciation and 
encouragement, I looked for- 
ward to the ritual. 

“An act was in the making. 
After it had been abandoned 
for years, I happened to remem- 
ber the manoeuvre while per- 
forming in New York for the 
Erst time. Some journalists 
branded it the 'duck walk.' ’’ 
Berry prefers not to linger on 
other aspects of his youth — 
such as the delinquency which 
led to thefirst ofhis three prison 
sentences. He spent three years, 
from 1941 to 1944, in the Inter- 
mediate Reformatory for 
Young Men following armed

Berry 
asked his advice about record- 
ing contracts, and Waters 
recommended he should visit 
the Cheese label. 

Berry did and, in 1955, 
Maybellene was realised. It 
immediately became a nation- 
wide hit in America, winning 
Billboard magazine's triple 
award as biggest selling R ‘n 1 B 
record, the most played on R ‘n’ 
B radio stations and on 
American juke boxes. 

The success turned him into 
the first black rock *n' roll star 
and, as the hits continued. 
Berry was able to open the 
Chuck Berry Bandstand Club 
in Sl Louis towards the end of 
1959. 

It was there that Berry had 
his second brush with the law. 
He brought an Indian girl from 
Texas to work at theclub, but at 
14-year-old she was underage 
and Berry had apparently tran- 
sported her illegally across state 
lines. Under America's Mann 
Act, Berry had committed an 
offence. In 1962 he went to jail 
for two years.

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Two views on the Afghan question 


Helpless pawn in a century-old power game

Afghanistan* The Great 
Game Revisited, edited by 
Rosaline Mass.

The Fall of Afghanistan, An

UNTIL 1979, the word 
"Afghan" probably brought to 
most people's minds thoughts 
about cuddly wool blankets or 
those stately, thin hounds that 
regular people can't afford. 
Then the Soviets invaded Afgh- 
anistan, and the dozing m as ses 
were rudely awakened to the 
fact that people known as 
Afghans were being massacred 
by the Red Army. 

Eight years later, the Soviets 
have exiled more than 5 million 
Afghans and killed 9 per cent of 
Afghanistan's population in a 
war marked by cruelty of 
Visigothic proportions: 
population bombing; the 
wholesale destruction of towns, 
agriculture, and livestock; the 
raping of women; and the truly 
evil, intentional maimi ng of 
children with bombs disguised 
as toys. Even the United 
Nations is calling it genocide. 
Two recently published books 
tell the whole bloody story. 

“Afghanistan, the Great 
Game Revisited," a collection 
of scholarly articles, derives its 
name from Kipling's term for 
the struggle over Afghanistan 
between the British and czars 
that began in 1791. The British 
wanted Afghanistan as a buffer 
state to protect India, while the 
Russians were trying to gain 
access to the Indian Ocean, a 
policy continued by the Bol- 
sheviks after they conquered 
Central Asia. The effort to keep 
the Russians and their Soviet 
successors out of Afghanistan 
was largely successful until the 
end of World War II. when the 
British Empire began to fold. 

In “The Fall of Afghanistan, 
An Insider’s Account," former 
Deputy Foreign Minister 
Abdul Ghaus paints a picture 
of Afghan leaders walking a 
thin line between the Soviets 
and British, trying to accom- 
modate the ! . . 

t hey would be l efralohdr They ; 
grceted_illEe emetgmc e_flJL 
American might with interest 
and were thrilled about the role 
that this noncolonial, non- 
European power would 
inevitably be called upon to 
play in shaping the new post- 
war world." But the Afghans 
didn't expect the United Slates 
to turn a cold shoulder. 

In “The Great Game," the 
late State Department oflicial 
Leon Pouliada details the 
failure of the United States to 
capitalise on Afghanistan's oft- 
stated desire to begin a com- 
mercial and military relation- 



ship with the United States, 
leaving the conn try open to 
Soviet political-economic, and 
military pressure. From 1953 to 
1979. the US repeatedly and 
shortsightedly rejected Afghan 
requests for economic and 
militar y aid, forcing the coun- 
try to look north. The 
American national-security 
community simply didn't view 
Afghanistan as a strategic 
asset, an erroneous judgement 
in light of the Russians' his- 
torical quest toward the warm 
waters of the Indian Ocean. 

American policymakers also 
thought “more active US 
involvement with Afghanistan 
would prove fatal for the latter. 


tan and trained 8,000 Afghans 
in schools and in the military in 
the Soviet Union. They were 
already in charge of the country 
when the Red Army swept in 
after Christmas 1979. 

**A careful study of history," 
Pouliada writes, “reveals that 
the 1979 Soviet invasion, far 
from being a casual, random or 
defensive move, was the cul- 
mination of a calculated 
process which . . . involved five 
stages": the establishment of a 
subversive infrastructure, the 
formation of a secret Commun-

Daoud told 
Ghaus, “You know the gamble 
is lost." The next year Daoud 
and his family were killed in the 
Soviet-backed coup. 

Ghaus says Daoud was 
“tough and demanding... ex- 
tremely sceptical of the Afghan 
Communists . . . whose old-fa- 
shioned nationalism was in 
flagrant conflict with Com- 
munist internationalism. — 
He could not bring himself to 
accept the hard-core Commun- 
ists as patriotic Afghans.” 

The question that looms at 
the end of Ghaus's book — the 
theme of which is the losing 
gamble Daoud took in trying to 
resist Soviet hegemony even as 
he invited Moscow to gradually 
take over the infrastructure of 
the country — is why, if he was 
so suspicious of communists, 
he trusted them in the first 
place. Why develop so close a 
relationship with the Soviets? 

Both books question the wis- 
dom of signing an agreement 
for Soviet withdrawal that 
allows co mmunis ts a role in 
governing the country. Klass 
notes that the accord to which 
the US so hastily agreed in Gen- 
eva does not account for 4,000 
KGB-trained secret police set 
up to control the country after 
the Soviets leave. Nor does it 
require the withdrawal of 
thousands of East-bloc and 
Soviet, advisers running the 
country. 

Ghaus observes that the- 
Soviets “may withdraw their 
armed forces from that coun- 
try, if an advantageous deal is 
offered to them inasi 
settlement o r if the

When Mohammad Daoud 
came to power in 1953. he tur- 
ned to the Soviets for economic 
and military assistance because 
of the West's “proven negative 
attitude toward A fgh anistan’s 
problems.”

Analysing the Hitler myth

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The Hitler Myth: Image and 
Reality in the Thud Reich, by 
Ian Kershaw. Oxford, Engl a n d: 
Clarendon Press/Oxford 
11 Diversity Press. 297 pp-$49.95. 

THIS book takes on a classic 
political problem: the emperor 
with no clothes. And, like the 
child's parable, it focuses atten- 
tion not on the emperor, but on 
the audience. 

Hiller projected an image of 
himself as sacred hero, 
omnipotent warrior, the 
embodiment of national unity 
and purpose. Nazi propagan- 
danisis drew on new tech- 
nologies to dress the image: 
film, phonograph records, 
radio, the aeroplane. After all. 
Hitler was the first to take 
political campaigns to the air, 
literally descending from the 
heavens with a message of hope 
(and hale) for long waiting 
audiences on the ground. 

Ian Kershaw is not the first to 
note that Hitler made exag- 
gerated claims for himself. The 
strength of Kershaw's study is 
that he moves beyond a des- 
cription of the construction of 
the “Hitler myth” lo analysis of 
its strength and resiliency. He is 
interested in how Germans res- 
ponded to this image, in dif- 
ferent social and econo miccl as- 
ses, different regions, overtime. 
The picture that emerges of the 
audience is far more differen- 
tiated than that image of fawn- 
ing masses hawked in Nazi 
propaganda films. 

The sources of Hiller’s 
immense popularity, Kershaw 
argues, have to be sought in 
“those who adored him,” 
rather than in the leader him- 
self: their readiness to trust 
political “salvation” to a 
“strong man,” their failure to 
develop (or willingness to susp- 
end) “educated cynicism and 
critical awareness," their 
"retreat into the private 


sphere” in the face of mounting 
evidence of Nazi horrors. 

The research for genuine 
public response to the Hitler 
myth takes Kershaw into vast 
quantities of data. His material 
comes from two sources; 
'‘morale” and “situation” 
reports from official state and 
party agencies, and reports on 
shifts in public opinion 
documented by the socialist 
oppositions. Both sources have 
built-in bases, but in opposite 
directions. 

Kershaw also draws heavily 
on content analysis of sources 
as various as Hitler's public 
speeches, newspaper reports, 
letters from the front, and 
death announcements of the 
period. (The latter often con- 
tained expressions of gratitude 
lo the Fuhrer). He makes 
available to an English-speak- 
ing audience much recent Ger- 
man scholarship on the Nazi 
period. 

Perhaps the first 
achievement of Kershaw’s 
book is that he doesn't get lost 
in his data. He frames analysis 
around key periods and raises 
questions worth answering. In 
the process, he challenges 
popular views of German fas- 
cism, contending that: 

— Most Germans did not 
warm to the notion of a new 
war, even to find a “place in the 
sun.” They were concerned 
with getting out of a world 
depression and were “over- 
whelmingly frightened by ihe 
prospects of another war.” 

— Most Germans were not 
confirmed anti-Semites, and 
the drawing power of Hitler’s 
vision of racial “purity]’ as the 
determining element in win- 
ning support for the Nazi Party 
has been exaggerated. 

— Support for the leader did 
not come in one great wave. A 
close reading of weekly 
intelligence reports suggests 
very unstable public moods, 
even (and especially) during 


what has been termed Hitler's 
“springtime." 

Kershaw's most consistent 
finding is that the public 
admired Hitler far more than it 
supported his policies or his 
party. Kershaw sees this accep- 
tance of “the Hitler myth" as 
performing an “integrating 
nmetion" for the Nazi leader- 
ship: diffusing discontent and 
consolidating support for the 
regime. 

Germans, he argues, passed 
off the most monstrous Nazi 
violations in the belief that the 
abuses were the fault of wicked 
subordinates: The Fuhrer 
didn’t know, and once he did, 
the abuses would be corrected. 
Thus the mass murder of the 
leadership of the Nazi storm 
troopers, which took place on 
the “Night of the Long 
Knives,” came to be under- 
stood (in what Kershaw des- 
cribes as a total inversion of 
reality) as overcoming corrup- 
tion within the party and "pav- 
ing the way for a moral ren- 
ewal.” The assault on the chur- 
ches, early military reverses, 
and even the Holocaust (to the 
extent it was knoura) were by 
slight-of-myth disassociated 
from the Fuhrer and therefore 
from his regime. 

Early economic and foreign 
policy victories, Kershaw 
argues, reinforced the image of 
Hitler as statesman and man of 
peace, able to achieve German 
foreign policy objectives with- 
out loss of life. This image, 
along with the formidable 
apparatus of repression and 
terror Hitler built up abouthim 
at the same time, allowed him 
to retain power even though 
most Germans disagreed with 
thespecificideas and policies he 
advocated. 

To support this understand- 
ing of German politics, Ker- 
shaw needs to convince readers 
that the responses he is measur- 
ing are genuine. A tall order, 
and one he mentions frequently

but rarely takes on sys- 
tematically in his analysis. 

The challenge is to balance 
the cl aims of myth and terror in 
explaining Hitler’s hold on 
power, for while Hitler's 
propaganda mechanism was 
manufacturing myth, a parallel 
coercive mechanism was man- 
ufacturing fear. The positive 
responses to .Hitler that Ker- 
shaw finds in his data may be 
genuine expressions of attach- 
ment tojhe leader as “symbol 
of national revival.” They may 
also represent fear of storm 
troopers os the Gestapo. If the 
latter, then Kershaw’s claim 
that the HitleT myth "unques- 
tionably" functioned as “com- 
pensatory mechanism” and 
sustained the regime needs to 
be scaled down, perhaps con- 


siderably. 

There is, nonetheless, much 
to be learned from a book that 
grapples with the Nazi period 
in terms of weeks and months, 
instead of fitting an explana- 
tion lo “rise and fall.” This 
book illuminates the character 
of political choice: the choice of 
leaders to build politics around 
images, subsequently falling 
victim to their own myths; the 
choice of citizens to substitute 
judgements. It hints at "paths 
not taken,” fragile moments 
before the Nazi terror 
; was firmly in place.

Cricket 
from a 
vantage 
viewpoint

ON ‘balance cricket must be 
thank ful to have attracted so 
many devotees in high places. 
Kicked out of 17th-century 
Whitehall by Oliver Cromwell, 
Stuart courtiers spread the 
game all over England. Gover- 
nors and their entourages then 
disseminated it wherever Engl- 
ish was spoken. 

For much of this century 
Robert Menzies, long-time 
prime minister of Australia, 
found Lord's “an island of 
tranquillity in a sea of trou- 
bles". 

President Zia was keen 
enough to rsuade Imran 
Khan to forsake retirement and 
lead Pakistan in what became a 
memorable recent tour of the 
West Indies. 

From 1972 to 1980, Michael 
Manley was prime minister of 
Jamaica and, if political poll- 
sters are to be believed, he will 
shortly be re-elected. 

He has long been known by 
cricketers as a charming com- 
panion and well-informed 
student of the game. He was 
first introduced to it by Allan 
Rae, then a fine Test batsman 
and now the president of the 
West Indian board of control, 
with whom he shared a flat in 
his salad days in London. 

From that vantage point 
Manley watched the hikoric 
tour of 1950, when Ramadhin 
and Valentine, “those two little 
pals of mine” immortalised in 
calypso, earned the West Indies 
their first victory in England. 

When Manley left office his 
lovely island was in economic 
shambles, a country on theedge 
of chaos where Test matches 
could not be finished with cer- 
tainty, especially if the West 
Indies was likely to lose. 

His attempt to implement his 
view of the world, Marxist- tin- 
ged, failed. When the author of 
books entitled The Politics of 
Change, A Voice At The Work- 
place and Up The Down 
Escalator turns his attention to 
a history ofWest Indies cricket, 
it is important to establish 
whence he comes. 

That said, Manley now 
reveals himself as a rattling 
good cricket writer. The story is 
of hardship, romance and suc-

cess. His treatment is compre- 
hensive, distinguished and 
elegant. The form is unusual. 
Each chapter begins with 
thoughts from President Rae's 
box during iheTesi at Kingston 
in February 1986, when 
England was revealed as a sell- 
ing plater while the West Indian 
Derby-winner galloped home. 

Politicians, more than any of 
us, have to be winners. To be 
defeated is to be outside, in 
darkness. Unless they have 
matured to fully-rounded 
statesmanship as opposed to 
remaining merely power-hun- 
gry, they can exert a distorting 
influence on spot, especially 
cricket, an activity in which 
both winners and losers should 
be cherished. Sport is about 
taking part, as well as about 
winning.

Writing in the tradition 
established by C.L.R- James, 
Manley exhibits the chips on 
the shoulder that some of ns 
have had to come to terms with 
in the post-colonial West 
Indies, at once aggressive, 
demanding recognition, self- 
righteous. anti-white. It is not 
surprising. A universally balan- 
ced view of the multi-radal 
■world remains in the deep 
future. 

' Where I take particular issue 
with Manley is over his 
uncritical defence of the era of 
dive Lloyd, who has written 


the introduction lo this book. 
During it, the beautiful game 
was brutalised by the aggres- 
sive fast bowlers. However 
graceful these may look in full 
flow, whether English. Aus- 
tralian or West Indian, when 
they direct non-stop assault on 
the body rather than the 
stumps, fast bowlers threaten 
the very existence of batsman- 
ship. 

It is ironic that the great 
players to whom Manley 
dedicated his book, Constan- 
tine. Headley, Worrell. Lloyd 
and Sobers, all gave generously 
to the art of batting. Where are 
their successors, the followers 
of Richards, now that a com- 
bination of head-high bowling 
and poor pilches has killed ofT 
the exuberance which Manley 
rightly extols as the great West 
Indian contribution to cricket, 
and replaced it with nervous 
self-defence? 

Indeed, with the number of 
street gamesfallingin Kingston 
and Bridgetown, cricket itself 
is threatened in the Caribbean 
because it has been made so 
physical. And yet apart from 
language, and an under-funded 
university, there is no other link 
than cricket between the 
islands of the English-speaking 
Caribbean.

THE UNPUBLISHED 
DAVID OGILVY By David 
OgOvy, edited by Joel Rapbaet- 
son.

DAVID OGILVY is the accep- 
table face of advertising. Civil- 
ised, direct and urbane, he non- 
etheless has a strong streak of 
Caledonian rectitude which 
emerges in much of what he 
writes. 

He is the only British advert- 
ising man to have made it big on 
Madison Avenue (the Saatchis 
bought it, rather than made it) 
and his first book. Confessions 
of an Advertising Man. was' 
broad enough in its appeal to 
attract an audience wider and 
less self-obsessed than the 
advertising industry. This new 
volume, alas, is unlikely to have 
a -similar appeal, and the sad 
thing about it for him is that the 
blame cannot really be laid at 
his own door. 

The Unpublished David 
Ogilvy is a rag-bag ofhis lecture 
notes and internal m em oranda. 
along with personal anecdotes, 
assembled by loyal employees 
and printed privately for 
presentation to him on the 
occasion of his 75th birthday.

maxims is that hard work never 
killed anybody. By that reckon- 
ing, then, reading this book will 
cause no fatalities. 

The back of tbe dust-cover 
yields five gems, or at least 
semi-precious stones of proba- 
ble durability, such as: 

Develop your eccentricities 
while you’re young. That way, 
when you get old, people won’t 
think you're going gaga. 

If you ever find a man who is 
better than you are, hire him. If 
necessary pay him more than 
you pay yourself. 

But why is it that I am left

The other is a letter of advice 
to his 18-year-old great- 
nephew about foe advisability 
of going to university. He 
provides three immaculately 
developed arguments, each of 
which persuasively destroys the 
other two. That is foe true mark 
of a great advertising writer. 
You never know what they 
believe. You just believe what 
they say.

Caught between past and future

THIMPHU, Bhutan, (Reuter): 
The ‘Thunder Dragon,’ after 
hiding in the clouds for cen- 
turies, is hesitating before tak- 
ing the next step into the 
modem world. 

The Himalayan kingdom of 
Bhutan, perhaps the last Shan- 
gri-la, opened its doors only in 
.the 1960s when the first roads 
linking it to the outside world 
were built 

Nearly three decades later 
i the 'Land of the Thunder 
Dragon,’ as the stunningly 
beautiful country of 1 .3 million 
people calls itself, is anxiously 
taking measures to remain uns- 
poilt 

Bhutan is a land of pine- 
covered mountains reaching to 
the clouds, screams cascading 
from the snowy Himalayan 
peaks and meandering through 
valleys lined wiLh weeping 
willows. 

Maroon-robed Buddhist 
monks clash small cymbals and 
chant mantras under prayer 
flags fluttering in the cnsp air 
— a timeless scene. 


Identity 


But Bhutan is acutely aware 
that change is inevitable. In 
recent months it has re?- 
emphasised the urgency of 
preserving its identity while 
embarking on the road to econ- 
omic progress. 

In public halls and the cour- 
tyards of ancienL government 
buildings, young men and 
women are re-learning the ways 
of their rich heritage under the 
watchful eyes of elderly 
officials and priests. 

Practising how to bow and 
present scarves to senior 
officials, the entire nation has 
in the last two years been re- 
discovering ‘driglam namzha,’ 
or traditional etiquette, which 
Bhutanese officials say was 
neglected during the late 1960s 
and 1970s. 

Young men sent abroad to 
study often returned wearing 
denim jeans instead of the 
,'kho,' the traditional knee-len- 
gth garment that resembles the 
Scottish kilt. 

So the government has made 
it compulsory for all civil 
servants to wear the'kho' or the

Delhi to advise it on foreign 
affairs. India is Bhutan’s major 
trading partner and provides

more than 100 million dollars.

Singye Wangchuk, while recog- 


nising the dependence on India. 

is also careful not to let his 
country lose its identity. 

The king, one of the world’s 
youngest monarchy recently 
ordered up to 50,000 foreign 
workers to leave Bhutan, fear- 
ing their presence could lead to 
the ethnic tensions common in 
neighbouring Indian states, 
reliable sources said. 

The king, who ascended the 
throne in 1972 at the age of 17 is 
simultaneously ancient and 
modem in his outlook. 

Those who have worked with 
him say he is deeply religious 
and hard working, carefully 
analysing events in every part 
of the country and often stun- 
ning minis ters with his memory 
ana grasp of detail. 

Although he. enjoys an 
occasional game of basketball 
• in full view of the public in the 
capital, Thimphu, his personal 
life is largely a mystery to 
subjects who revere him. 

There are no opposition par- 
ties in Bhutan and the lung, 
fourth in a dynasty established 
in 1907, is more or less

At Sea World the marine 
animals are not so much 
exhibits as co-conspirators in a 
vast anthropomorphic enter- 
tainment. 

No theme park is more 
serious in purpose than Sea 
World, where 30 ofits 44 attrac- 
tions are described as 
educational exhibits. But this is 


west coast America, where 
educators know how to 
sweeten pills. The various 
entertainments have been 
designed for a generation 
brought up in a world where 
animals on a million Saturday 
morning TV cartoon shows are 
savvy in a wholly human way. 

Thus the seal and otter show 

— a truly remarkable spectacle 

— becomes a murder mystery 
set in a haunted house. As seals, 
run across the stage, even the 
most severe marine biologist 
might suspend his knowledge 
that the real's brain is apple- 
sized and that the performance 
is based more on the principles 
of Pavlov than of Disney. 

If you can make the same 
leap of imagination, you will 
enjoy yourself here as nowhere 
else. The big show is in the killer 
whale pool with its 6in- thick 
panes of glass. Here Shamu and 
his mates leap around, splash 
willing volunteers in spec- 
tacular belly flops, heave them- 
selves, onto the poolside for 
photo opportunities and gen- 
erally give the impression of 
having a good time. The train- 
ers are showmen in Lhe best 
American tradition; only in 
California could you find a 
troupe of marine biologists 
willing to run a song-and-dance 
routine with their charges. 

The second best show 
involves a human high-dive 


and foreigners working there. 

Reliable sources in Thimphu 
say the king hasquietly married 
four women, all sisters, in the 
last decade.

The 
Buddhist belief that the body 
should be kept pure prevents 
their being smoked. 

For those foreigners who 
manage to obtain the coveted 
visa, the experience o fbeing in a 
country without television and 
with a people friendly and 
untouched is overwhelming. 

Yaks graze on mountain 
slopes watched by herdsmen 
who stop occasionally to brew a 
cup of butter tea, while in 
villages families gather to 
watch young archers practise 
the national sport with bam boo 
bows and arrows. 

Nearby, the ubiquitous 
white prayer flags printed with 
mantras fly boldly, carrying the 
hopes and dreams of an ancient 
kingdom intent on remaining 
forever a paradise. 


team in the best knockabout* I 
routine I've ever seen; the worst 
has women diving for cultured 
pearls in a recreated Japanese 
village, where the booming 
commentary touts a scheme 
involving the sale of“personal, 
pearl-bearing oysters", passed 
to- a gemologist for instant 
valuation. 

The exhibits are something 
else again. If it lives in or near 
water. Sea World has it on 
show. One aquarium deals only 
with sharks, another with fre- 
shwater fish, a third with 
marine creatures. Each is a 
dozen times better any zoo 
aquarium I have seen else- 
where. Sea World will go to any 
expense to make the fish as 
viewable as possible, and 
provides plenty of information 
on each species. There's even a 
pool where you can feed and 
stroke dolphins yourself, while 
a keeper answers questions 
over a loudspeaker sykem. 


The current pride of the non- 
fishy section is a massive freezer 
full of penguins, where 
thousands of Antarctic and 
Arctic birds live on the ice and 
water behind six inches ofplexi- 
glass and peer bemusedly at the 
day-trippers. I wouldn't want 
to live there, but then 1 need 
more than a couple of sprats 
and an iced dip a day to keep me 
happy. 

Sea World also has its chil- 
dren's section, albeit nothing to 
do with the sea. City Streets has 
expert BMX cyclists, magicians 
and skateboard teams perfor- 
ming fracture-defying routines 
in a recreation of the sort of 
sireeiscape tourists are warned 
about. 


FAMILY DOCTOR

IT’S IMPORTANT TO LET 
OUR SYSTEMS 
FUNCTION NORMALLY 


QUESTION: 1 can remember that, in my 
younger days, many doctors would pres- 
cribe a purge to help cure many conditions 
that still have no cure today. Why don't 
modern-day doctors learn from their 
forebears and help people by cleaning them 
out? 

ANSWER: You are advocating some 
pretty strong medicine that may have no 
beneficial effects for the sufferer. We have 
learned a great deal since those days when 
physicians, just like patients, believed that 
the inside of the “bowel" (meant to include 
the entire digestive system) was filled with 
dirty and poisonous material. Daily 
movements were required to keep the sys- 
tem “clean” and constipation was a serious 
situation- Castor oil and Epsom salts were 
administered in huge doses to obtain the 
desired effects. The intestine was stimulated, 
causing forceful contractions to push out all 
of the contents, and frequently provoked 
more harm than good. We now have a more 


restrained view of bowel functions, and 
while daily regularity is a comforting thing, 
it is no longer considered a must. It is far 
more important that our systems function in 
a normal and timely way, rather than in the 
unnatural fashion provoked by excessive 
stimulants. 


QUESTION: Some years ago I had an 
operation in my belly. Recently I required 
anotheroperation in about the same place. I 
thought I would have two scars after it was 
over, but was pleased to find only one. Did 
my surgeon just open my previous scar to 
save me more disfigurement? 

ANSWER: Probably not. A surgical 
incision is not like a zipper fastener. Once 
healed it cannot be reopened again, because 
the healing process has reformed all the 
tissues, just as before, except for the scar. 
Your thoughtful surgeon planned his opera- 
tion well, and in ail likelihood, removed the 
old scar as part of your most recent surgery. 


All sui'geons are quite aware of the patient's 
concern about unnecessary, ugly surgical 
scars, particularly if they may be seen when 
wearing beach apparel. Of course, the needs 
of the operation come first, and there are 
times when it is necessary to create another 
opening in an abdomen, Dutapparently luck 
was with you and your ailment could be 
dealt with while the concern for a good 
cosmetic was equally addressed. 

I THOUGHT YOU WOULD LIKE TO 
KNOW: To the more than 3 million 
Americans affected by the disease, it is cer- 
tainly no joking matter. Psoriasis can range 
in severity from a cosmetic annoyance to a 
disabling disorder, and the exact cause still 
evades researchers. Psoriasis is a non-con- 
tagious, chronic skin disorder that is seen as 
scaly plaques on the skin, which lead to the 
rejection and denial that many sufferers 
experience as a regular event in their lives.

LOIRE VALLEY, France: 
T hanks to the French fondness 
for vistas, you approach the 
chateau of Chenonceau 
through a great double row of 
mottled, arching trees, up a 
long, sandy road that a caval- 
,cade could ride up, six abreast. 

It seems totally of the land, 
with its sturdy, cream-coloured 
walls, amusing conical turrets, 
and dignified slate-blue roof — 
all flanked by flat, symmetrical 
gardens. There is no Gothic 
yearning here; everything is 
expressive of excellent taste, 
soud comfort, and money in the 
bank. 

But come closer and you find 
out that this absured and 
enchanting palace is built com- 
pletely on piles set into the 
glassy water of the Cher River. 
It’s actually a narrow bridge 
that has a chateau sitting neatly 
on top of it. 
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A Frew* chateau in the Loire ViHey spans the Cher river.

Chateaux are often bamlike, 
but here you can move right in. 
People usually describe this one 
as feminine — perhaps because 
ofits having been designed by a 
succession of women, but also 
because it’s small and livable. 
The estate is best viewed bet- 
ween pink rose trees severely 
t rimm ed into baHs, .-connected 
by brave rows of matching 
flame-pink petunias. 

Early autumn is the time to 
come. In the 1 6th and I7th cen- 
turies, the chateaux of the Loire 
werechicplacesforthekmgand 
anybody else who could afford 
it to go for the fall hunting 
season. The roses are still in 
bloom, and everything here 
gleams in fine aim powdery 
light, like a photo taken 
through a golden filter. 

Of course, Chenonceau is 
lovely inside; all of the tiny pan- 
ned windows look out over the 
river, and there are large, 
beautifully proportioned 
rooms full of noble textures: 
embroidered bed hangings, 
tapestries of men in lovelocks 
and knickers, wooden shut- 
tered window, walls of silk, 
walls of handpainted canvas 
pretending to be leather, and 


top-heavey, carved fireplaces 
you could almost stand in. 
There are parquet floors, stone 
floors, elaborately carved and> 
trompe d'oeil ceilings, and por- 
traits of kings and their friends 
in fancy gold frames. 

But the people who lived here 
are the Lure of the place. Cben- 
onceau has an untouched, 
fairy-tale quality. Yet, a soap 
opera has been played out 
wi thin these serene walls that 
would make TV’s “Dallas” 
pale in comparison. 

The original section was built 
on the ruins of an old mill for 
Thomas Bohier, finance mini- 
ster to Francois I. Francois 


and something of a George 
Washington look about the 
expression. 

After Henri died, mean 
Queen Catherine de Mediris 
lacked Diane out and bad a 
two-storey gallery added to the 
bridge so that Chenonceau 
completely spanned the Cher. 
Later, this gallery was com- 
pletely hung witii black and 
painted in feathers and tears by 
order of Queen Louise. The 
gallery ceiling still has her 
design — it's unattractive, but 
historical

took a fancy to the place, and 
after Bohier’s death it was sud- 


denly discovered that the for- 
mer minister owed large debts 
to the crown — debts that could 
be satis fiedeither by total bank- 
ruptcy for the heir, or by turn- 
ing over Chenonceau. 

So Francois’ heir, Henri IL, 


blonde girlfriend, Diane de 
Poitiers, who had a bridge built 
to the other side so she could 
ride over there. She fancied her- 
self as Diana, goddess of the 
hunt. Inside the chateau, you 
can see a painting of her, look- 
ing self-satisfied, in an 
abbreviated tunic-like hunting 
costume, with her signature 
long, stout legs well revealed. 


One of the most unusual 
aspects of Chenonceau is that it 
has its original furniture, tapes- 
tries, and paintings, though 
some pieces have been removed 
to permit hordes of tourists to 
tramp through 

Many pre-revolutionary 
chateaux were cleaned out dur- 
ing “the Terror” of the French 
Revolution, with most of the 
contents destroyed or snapped 
up by English buyers. It's not 
unusual herein the Loire Valley 
to visit a gigantic palace full of 
echoing stony rooms contain- 
ing only a few pieces of fur- 
niture labelled "of the period.” 

The reason Chenonceau has 
its furniture is due to the clever- 
ness and charm of Mme. 
Dupin, the chatelaine of chen- 


onceau during the revolution. 
She was remarkable. There is 
portrait of her by Jean-Marc 
Nattier in the red-patterned 
satin drawing room. and we can 
see thaL she was a beauty: large, 
dreamy eyes, a mild and elegant 
18 th-century face, and pow- 
dered gray hair that somehow 
doesn’t look ridiculous. 

She was a wealthy bour- 
eeoise lady who knew all the 
dazzling people of her era and 
was often described as “ires 
gentille" (very nice). This latter 
quality, combined with her 
quick wit, made the villagers 
reluctant to damage her home. 
She also had urged the local 
revolutionary committee to 
spare Chenonceau. since it was 
an important bridge. 

Thus, all fleurs-de-lis and 
royal references were tactfully 
removed and Mmc. Dupin 
lived peacefully at Chenonceau 
for many years. 

That was not the only time 
that Chenonceau's odd status 
as a bridge came in handy. Dur- 
ing World War II the mild little 
River Cher was the border bet- 
ween occupied and unoccupied 
France. The castle entrance was 

in the occupied zone, while the 
rear was in the free zone — very 
convenient for people who 
wanted to slip across. 

The curator insisted on 
showing me the waxwork dis- 
play in a side building: and he's 
right.it is nice, f saw Diane with 
her huntsman and her bridge in 
the background; Mme. Dupin 
conversing with Voltaire and 
Rousseau; and Catherine giv- 
ing a fete Tor a happy-looking 
Mary Stuart. 

The curator also showed me 
a rare book: “Le portefeuille de 
Madame Dupin,” an ancient 
volume that smelled of old 
roses. When I read it, I felt as if a 
friend was hailing me from 
across the centuries. Unfortun- 
ately, it’s out of print. So ins- 
tead I must content myself with 
reading and re-reading Mar- 
guerite Yourcenar's beautiful 
essay on Chenonceau, “Ah, 
raon beau chateau.” If you go. 
there is a one day bus tour from 
Paris to the chateaux of the 
Loire that would include Chen- 
onceau, along with three or 
four other locations. 
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I LUGANO, Switzerland : See- 
ing Lugano for the first time 
hitsyoulikea Matisse painting. 
The colours are so intense they 
take your breath away. Being 
familiar with, the delicately 
shaded wildflowers that grace 
Alpine slopes, I wasn’t 
prepared for the riot of roses, 
camellias, or the big-as-a-bask- 
etball magnolia grand flora, all 
set against a backdrop of 
velvet-green mountains and the 
bright blue Lake Lugano. 

As our guide pointed outon a 
recent trip, “Lugano has all the 
gaiety, creativity, and romance 
of Italy, encased in a Swiss pre- 
cision watch.” Not a bad des- 
cription, but it doesn’t do jus- 
tice to this startling beauty, nor 
to the people’s exceptional hos- 
pitality. 

Walk along the lakefront 
promenade of this steeply 
terraced, crescent-shaped city 
among stately palm trees. Mo re 
than a dozen pieces of pleasing 
modem sculpture, topped by 
climbing children, dot the 
grassy park area. Surprisingly, 
there’s also a Roman temple 
looking bit out of place on the 
promenade, with a bust of 
“Giorgio" Washington inside.

Lugano, a Roman Catholic 
stronghold, has many mag- 
nificent churches (and a won- 
derful old synagogue, too).

Church of Santa Maria degli 
Angioli, with its remarkably 
preserved frescoes of Bernar- 
dino Luini, a pupil of Leonardo 
da Vinci. One of the most ren- 
owned frescoes in Europe is his 
vibrant “Crucifixion,'' which 
covers an entire wall. 


This church is just steps away 
from the promenade and at the 
edge of the pedestrian area of 
the “old town.” A good thing 
no cars axe allowed in this char- 
ming network of piazzas and 
arcades — it’s meant for stroll- 
ing and savouring. Lugano’s 
shopping area is full of dazzling 


jewellery stores, designer 
boutiques, and pastry and 


Italian it most certainly is, in 
language, cuisine, and 


decidedly in temperament. 
Amazing how temperature and 


Amazing how temperature and 
temperament are interrelated; 
Lugano, like Italy, is on the 
sunny, lee side of the Alps, 
where people and climate are 
both tourist-friendly. 

Although Lugano appears 
laid back, especially at lunch- 
time and after work, when the 
whole town takes to sidewalk- 
cafe silting, it is actually a bus- 
tling cultural and financial cen- 
tre. Lugano is Switzerland’s 
third-largest banking centre; 
it’s just that banks here have 
little wrought-iron balconies 
with pots of flowers on them. 

Art lovers will feel they’ve 
really found paradise when 
they visit the Villa Favorite, 
about 15 minutes by bus from 


boutiques, and pastry and 
chocolate shops that defy you 
to walk on by. 

Entering the first of a series 
of piazzas, you'll find two-foot- 


long salarms winging overhead 
arialaKGe upon" fable of jUStr 
picked produce. The piazzas, 

• , alongwith the lake promenade, 
are the soul of the city. 

We were fortunate enough to 
arrive during a traditional jazz 
marathon and, to our utter 
frustration, found that six dif- 
ferent groups were performing 
simultaneously m various piaz- 
zas — all for free! 

Experienced 

Lugano has to be experien- 
ced on many levels, literally. 
There are two spectacular 
mountain peaks from which to 
view the city and its lovely lake. 
Ascend Mt San Salvatore by 
funicular to see the charming 
villages that dot the shores of 
Lake Lugano. .You'll also get a 
glimpse of Lake Maggjore. At 
the other end of the crescent is 
Monte Bre, a favourite starting 
point for walks along mountain 
trails. 

One can also view Lugano 
from the water. Small rental 
boats are available, but ferries 
are a wonderful way to check in 
at many of the not-to-be-mis- 
sed sites along the water. 
Among them is Campione, a 
picturesque town belonging to 
Italy, but virtually surrounded 
by Switzerland. This paradox- 
ical arrangement has to do with 
the fact that Campione has a 
full-fledged casino (gambling is 
very limited in Switzerland). 
We realised what a jet-set place 
we had found when we saw that

Morcote is also famous for the 
Madonna deal Sasso Church, 
with its magnificent 16th-cen- 
tury frescoes. 

In the village of Melide, less 
than half an hour from Lugano 
by bus or train, and just a bit 
longer by ferry, you can stroll 
through all of Switzerland — 
laid out in minute detail at , 
Swissminiatur, a - wonderful 
amusement park. You'll see toy 
cows grazing in mountain 
meadows, storied castles, and 
such other famous Swiss sights 
as the stately capital buildings 
of Bern, all on a scale of 1:25. 
Much of this unique world is 
automated, including tiny 
cable cars and cogwheels trains 
traversing Alpine peaks. When 
the lights come on at dusk it's 
truly magical. 



A bit farther away, but easily 
visited in a day, are the sophis- 
ticated resorts of Locarno and 
Ascona on Lake Maggiore. We 
learned that visitors are so 
intent on seeing and being seen 
in the sidewalk cafes of Ascona 
that mana gement will provide

Kuwait to sell 
oil products 
to Sudan on 
easy terms 

KUWAIT agreed on Thursday 
lo sell Sudan 50,000 tonnes of 
petrol and other refined oil 
products a month on easy 
payment terms over the next four 
years, the Kuwait News Agency 
KUNA reported. 

The agreement, signed by 
Sudanese Energy Minister Bakri 
Ahmed Adeel and Kuwaiti CXI 
Minister Sheikh Ali A1 Khalifa 
A1 Sabah, is effective July 1 . 

“Kuwait appreciates the dif- 
ficult circumstances which 
Sudan is passing through and 
hopes it will overcome its econ- 
omic problems,'* KUNA quoted 
Adeel as saying. 

Debt-ridden Sudan has com- 
mercial quantities of ofl but has 
been unable to exploit them 
because of rebel activity near the 
southern oilfields. It must now 
use scarce hard currency to 
import oil products. 


Economy registers moderate growth 


Pakistan likely to raise taxes and defence spending 



ISLAMABAD, June . 24, 
(Reuter): Pakistan's new budget, 
to be announced on Sunday, is 
likely to raise indirect taxes while 
hiking defence spending. Wes- 
tern diplomats said. 

President Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Haq will be careful not to raise 
direct taxes too sharply ahead of 
general elec Lions hehas promised 
to hold by Aug 26, the cfipromats 
said. 

Postponed 

The budget was to have been 
presented on June 8 but was post- 
poned after General Zia dismis- 
sed Prime Minister Moh^npnad 
Khan Junejo and the Rational 
and Provincial assemblies on 
May 29, charging inefficiency 
and corruption. 

The spending plans for the 
year beginning July 1 will be 
presented by Dr Mahbubul Haq, 
who was dismissed as planning 
minister in Junejo’s administra- 
tion before being reappointed as 
finance and planning minister on 


June 9. 

“The major problem will be to 
curb the growing budget deficit, 
which is worrying the govern- 
ment," a diplomat said. 

The : government had 
promised to cut the overall 
deficit, the difference between 
revenue and expenditure, to 
seven per cent ofGross Domestic 
Product from 8.9 per cent to 
1986-87. ‘ 

Deficit 

But the diplomat said this 
year's deficit bad shot past 
estimates to between eight and 
nine per cent due to rising debt 
repayments and defence spend- 
ing and the failure to raise tax 
revenue adequately. 

The Pakistani economy regis- 
tered moderate growth this fiscal 
year, but the government's bud- 
getary deficit is worsening, forc- 
ing the government to borrow in 
the domestic market and abroad, 
said an annual economic survey 
made public yesterday. 


The Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP) growth figure of 5.8 per 
cent for fiscal 1988 is a shade 
better than 5.7 per cent in 1987, 
according to the supply. 
Attributed 

Half of the growth is 
attributed to gams in agriculture 
and industry, while services 
provided three per cent and other 
economic activity like construc- 
tion, electricity generation and 
oil and gas production, con- 
tributed the remaining 17 per 
cent, 

Moinuddin Baqai, principal 
economic adviser to the govern- 
ment, told a news conference 
“the economy would have done 
better but for Asia-wide drought 
which also hit Pakistan in 1 987." 
Other factors adversely effecting 
the economy, he said, were the 
protectionist policy in Western 
nations which discourage 
exports, worsening terms of 
trade for Pakistani products, and 
an increase in import prices of 


crude oil. 

Ethnic violence in the south- 
ern city of Karachi, the country's 
biggest industrial centre, which 
disrupted the normal economic 
life nationally in 1987 and 1988 
was yet another cause for the 
restrained growth. 

Largest 

Baqai said defence, with $2.63 
billion in fiscal 1 988, was the sin- 
gle largest item of expenditure. 
But its share in overall spending 
has come down from 40 to 35 per 
cent in the last five years. 

Pakistan witnessed a seven per 
cent inflation in 1988, according 
to the survey. But independent 
economists put it close to 17 per 
cent because the government's 
system of computing leaves outa 
large number of expensive items 
like urban housing, medical care, 
and transportation.

Its 
main exports are cotton, cotton 
textiles and rice and main 
imports are oil and manufac- 
tured goods. 

Diplomats said Zia's govern- 
ment would try to broaden the 
tax base and improve the tax 
collection network, seen by econ- 
omists as ineffective and prone to 
corruption. 

It coujd also try to standardise 
tax collection to prevent corrupt 
officials from takin g a cut, the 
diplomats said.

Saudi Arabia expected to launch 
second government bonds issue 


US economy grows by 3.6 per cent 


BAHRAIN, June 24, (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia is set to press ahead 
with a revolutionary borrowing 
scheme to finance a growing bud- 
get deficiL and is expected to 
launch a second issue of govern- 
ment bonds tomorrow. 

Gulf-based bankers say 
Riyadh’s budget planners, 
spurred on by a weak world oil 
market and prospects of sluggish 
investment income, may now be 
aimi ng to raise up to three billion 
riyals ($800 million) a month 
from Saudi Arabia’s banks. 

Expect 

"We expect the next offering 
tomorrow," said one banker. 
"We won't know until we see the 
telex, but it is very likely.” 

After five months of secrecy. 
Saudi Arabia launched a pion- 
eering 1.5 billion rival ($400 
million) issue of bonds on June 
11, its first major commercial 
borrowing for 25 years! 

The Saudi Arabian Moaetaiy - 


Agency (SAMA), the de facto 
central bank, has given no word 
of how often it wm offer bonds, 
but bankers say they believe the 
mathematics of Riyadh’s widen- 
ing budget deficit will dictate an 
issue every other week. 

The 1988 budget shortfall is 
officially forecast at 35.9 billion 
riyals ($9.6 billion). 

Strong 

But bankers said oD revenues 
appear to be running below a 
targeted 68.9 billion riyals ($18.4 
billion) and the government is 
determined to limit strain on 
foreign reserves. 

In his budget address at the 
turn of the year, Saudi monarch 
King Fabd set a 1988 borrowing 
ceiling of 30 billion riyals ($8 
billion) but it is thought a slice of 
that will be raised by placing 
bonds privately with govern- 
ment agendes. 

Sbme. bankers estimate 
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SAMA will try to raise a total of 
about 20 billion riyals ($5.3 
billion) through offerings to 
commercial banks this year, alth- 
ough it is far from clear if their 
appetite for the “development 
bonds” is that strong. 

Although Saudi banks are 
cash rich — a slack economy and 
a history of problem loans has 
kept new lending at low levels — 
the first offering was almost cer- 
tainly undersubscribed. 

Bankers estimate 900 milli on 
to one billion riyals ($240 to 265 
million) of the first bond offering 
was taken up and some expect a 
similar response to a second 1_5 
bflh'cm riyal issue. 

The limited subscription was 
dictated less by the yield and 
more by banks' reluctance to tie 
themselves into a medium-term 
financial instrument with no 
clear word on whether it can be 
on traded in “secondary market” 
once bought.

WASHINGTON, J une 24, (AP): 
The US economy expanded at a 
robust 3.6 per cent pace in the 
first three months of this year, 
slightly less than previously 
thought, the government said 
yesterday.

The Commerce Department 
said the gross national product, 
the broadest measure of the 
country’s economic health, grew 
to a seasonally adjusted annual 
level of $3,915 trillion in the Jan- 
uary-March period, a $34.6 
billion increase from three mon- 
ths earlier.

Strong first quarter growth 
has promoted President 
Reagan's administration to 
boost its 1988 projection for 
GNP growth to J-5 per cent. At 
the start of the year, the adminis- 
tration had predicted the econ- 
omy would grow 2.9 per cent in 
1988, the same rate of growth as 
in 1 986 and 1987.

Australia Caught in trans-Atlantic trade war: Hawke 


WASH I NGTON, June 24, (AP): 
Australian Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke says his country's far- 
mers are victims of a trans- A tl an- 
tic trade war, and US President 
Ronald Reagan pledged to 
watch out for Australia’s 
interests while combating 
European agricultural subsidies. 

Hawke, addressing a joint 
meeting of Congress yesterday, 
said Australia's producers are 
finding themselves “squeezed 
out of markets by practices 
which distort prices and levels of 
production." 

Climbed 

As a result, he said, the US 
share of the world wheat market 
has climbed from 29 per cent to 
43 per cent, while Australia's 
slumped from 20 per cent to 12 
per cent. 

•"Australia must noL be given 
to believe that while we are first- 
class allies, we are, in trade, 
second-class friends,” Hawke 
said. 

"We believe our relationship 
entitles us to a fair go in our trade 
with the United States and in 
competition with the United 
States in third markets,” he 

Indonesian 
LNG export 
earnings up 

JAKARTA, June 24, 
(OPECNA): Indonesia earned 
$562.01 million from its 
Liquefied Natural Gas (LNG) 
exports during the first two mon- 
ths of this year, a 31 per cent 
increase over the 430.72 million 
figure recorded in the same 
period last year, according to, 
figures released by Bank Indon- 
esia, the central bank. 

Japan and South Korea are the 
principal buyers of Indonesian 
LNG. 

The value of crude exports 
during the two-months period, 
however, declined by about five 
per cent to $862.09 million com- 
pared with the same months last 
year. 

Of the total crude export earn- 
ings of $862.09 million, Per- 
lamina, the state oil company, 
accounted for $444.08 million, 
with foreign oil companies 
operating under production- 
sharingarrangements making up 
the balance. 

Meanwhile, Indonesia is 
determined to base its June-July 
oil sales to Japan on the official 
selling price — $17.56 per barrel 
— of its prime quality ‘Minas’ 
crude, Ginandjar Kartasasmita, 
minister of mines and energy, 1 
said on Wednesday.

We also agree on the need to 
redouble our efforts toward the 
elimination of trade distorting 
government subsidies of agricul- 
tural products." 

Measures 

"Until we achieve that goal,” 
Reagan added, “we will assure 
that any measures the United 
States may take to counter unfair 
subsidisation of agriculture will 
take fully into account the 
interests of countries like Aus- 
tralia." 

Gaston Sigur, assistant US 
secretary of state for East Asian 
and Pacific affairs, said Reagan 
and Hawke “discussed Aus- 
tralian concerns about US 


agricultural trade policies" and 
“the President reassured the 
Prime Minister that it is not our 
purpose to damage the interests 
of pon-subsidised agricultural 
producers such as Australia.” 

In answer to a question, Sigur 
said Reagan "didn't make any 
very specific commitments as 
such,” out merely reiterated the 
co mmi tment that be made to . 
Hawke on the issue during their 
last meeting in 1986. 

Concerned 

“They are still concerned, but 
we will that we have handled 
their concerns very welL"hesaxd. 
"The president assured theprime 
minister that we were going to ' 
continue .... to watch very 
carefully the Australian export 
situation and that we would not 
do anything, as we believe we 
have not done anything in the 
past, to harm Australian mark- 
ets.” 

The State Department official 
said Hawke “appreciated the 
President’s remarks on this” but 
said he "wanted to be sure that 
we were always watching.” The 
Prime Minister did not allude to 
Reagan's pledge in Ids remarks at 


a departure ceremony. 

■ Sigur said Reagan reported to 
Hawke on the seven-nation 
economic summit in Toronto, 
from which he returned on Tues- 
day. Reagan sought with little 
success at the summit to secure 
European support for his cam- 
paign to end agricultural sub- 
sidies by the year 2000. 

Reagan also told Hawke that 
Australia is an important ally in 
arms-reduction negotiations. 
Hawke said his talk with the US 
president confirmed “the stren- 
gth and enduring nature” of the 
relationship between the United 
States and Australia. 

Made dear 

Reagan called attention to the 
facilities the two countries share 
in Australia and said they “are 
essential to deterrence and to the 
West's ability to monitor Soviet 
compliance with arms accords.” 

In his address to Congress, 
Hawke made clear that Australia 
has no intention of following the 
lead of its neighbour. New 
Zealand, in barring US warships 
carrying nuclear weapons from 
its waters. 


Deal clinched after Greece lifts veto 

EEC will limit subsidies to farmers 


LUXEMBOURG, June 24, 
(AP): The 12-nation European 
Economic Community over- 
came a Greek veto threat today 
and voted to limit subsidies to 
EEC farmers this year to $31.9 
billion, two-thirds of the total 
community budget 

The long-awaited limit, con- 
tained in spending accords, 
could blimt US criticism that 
Europe does not do enough to 
rein in farm subsidies. 

Underscore 

In consultations with Washin- 
gton, EEC will likely use today's 
accord to underscore that 
Europe is serious about curbing 
such subsidies after years of run- 
away spending that has brought 
the community to near-bankrup- 

fcy- 

The United States, longacritic 
of the community’s farm sub- 
sidies, has suggested an end to all 
such price supports by the year 
2000. Washington says such sup- 
ports give west European farm 
exports an advantage over US 
products. 

The EEC agrees that farm sub- 
sidies must be reduced to prevent 
the buildup of huge, unmarketa- 
ble surplus stocks of food but has 
rejected the proposal to do away 
wfth them altogether. 

While the 1988-89 farm price 
package generally freezes prices 
at last year's levels, it also cuts 
prices for the EEC's 10.3 million 


farmers by as much as five per 
cent depending on the product, 
officials said. 

The deal was clinched after 
Greece lifted its June 17 veto to a 
compromise deal keeping the 
farm budget at last year's level of 
27.5 billion European currency 
units. 

Simplify 

The so-called Ecu is a common 
currency that exists only on 
paper and is used to simplify cal- 
culations among the community 
by eliminating value differences 
of national currencies. It is worth 
$1.16. 

Today's accord was seen as a 
.victory for West Germany, 
which currently holds the EEC’s 
rotating presidency. 

It has worked hard to keep the 
community's perennial internal 
squabbles over farm prices off 
the agenda of the EEC summit 
meeting in Hanover next Mon- 
day and Tuesday. 

West German chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl wants the summit to 
discuss the idea of creating a Cen- 
tral European Bank, in itself 
already a highly contentious, 
issue. 

Last week, ending a five-day 
marathon meeting, 1 1 EEC farm 
ministers accepted a compromise 
deal. But Y annis PotaJris, the 
Greek delegate, blocked it at the 
last minute in a bid to negotiate a 
better deal for its farmers. 


The agreement calls for a 
gradual dismantling of the 
EEC’s so-called monetary com- 
pensatory amounts, or MCAs’. 

MCAs are a complex system of 
border taxes on exports of farm 
produce from countries with 
weak currencies that attempt to 
eliminate the advantages such 
exports would have in countries 
with stronger currencies. 

When MCAs are added to 
Greek farm exports going into 
West Germany, for instance, 
they become approximately as 
expensive as locally produced 
goods of the same kind. 

Greek MCAs now range from 
29. 1 to 48 percent Last week, the 
EECs Executive Commission, 
proposed to offer Greece a gen- 
eral 14.5 per cent cut including 
an immediate 10-point reduc- 
tion. 

Early today, Greece accepted ’ 
an immediate dismantling of its 
MCAs by 1 5 to 20 points. 

Confident 

While this adds at least 100 
million Ecus($l 1 6 million) to the 
farm budget officials were con- 
fident they could keep overall 
spending at last year’s levels. 

The EEC farm package takes 
effect July 1.

Turkish firm wins building 
contracts in Soviet Union 

MOSCOW, June 24, (Reuter): The Turkish firm Enka Con- 
struction Inc has landed two multi-million dollar building con- 
tracts in Moscow, a Turkish embassy spokesman said today. 
Enka has signed contracts to bnOd a 1,000-bed hotel and a 
shopping centre in Moscow with Soyuzvneshstroyimport, the 
Soviet organisation dealing with foreign construction Heals , he 
said. The spokesman said he could not give the exact value of the 
two contracts, which other sources pot at $110 million. But he 
added that they could help pay for Turkey’s imports of Soviet 
natural gas. Turkey signed an economic agreement in 1985 to 
receive Soviet natural gas, undertaking to pay 70 per cent or the 
cost with services and export goods. The spokesman said work on 
the projects was expected to start within the next few months as 
die Russians wanted the work completed by 1990. 

EEC finance ministers agree 
on capital liberalisation 

LUXEMBOURG, June 24, (AP): Finance Ministers of the 
European Economic Community yesterday agreed to liberalise 
capital movement throughout the 12-nation trade Woe. The new 
legislation will have to he enforced by eight of the 12 member 
states by July 1, 1990. Spain and Ireland have been given until 
1992 to implement the law. Greece and Portugal have not been set 
a specific time-frame. The agreement is a crucial step towards 
actee-ving a borderless internal market within the EEC by the end 
of 1992. The legislation wiD In particular allow citizens of one 
EEC nation to open a bank account in another EEC state. It will 
aim increase com petition among banks as it allows them to offer 
services throughout the Community. “It should make it possible 
for them (financial in sti t u tions) to catch up with Tokyo and New 
York,” said Jacques Ddors, president of the EEC's executive 
body. 

London hotel prices rise at more 
than twice rate of inflation 

LONDON, June 24, (U PI): Hotel prices in London have risen at 
more than twice the rate of inflation in the past year, a survey out 
yesterday said- Average rises were around 10 per cent, but a single 
room in a three-star hotel at Heathrow went up by 1 2JS2 per cent 
and a two-star twin in town by more than 15 per cent, said hotel 
booking agency Expotd. Some single rooms in London cost more 
than £200 million ($364) a night and the most expensive in. the 
survey, the Hyatt Carlton HoteL, charges £21630 ($394.03) fora 
single room with breakfast — an increase of21.5 per cent over last 
year, it said. American tourists account for 30 per cent of total 
hotel boshuss. Luxury holds such as the Savoy had looked the 
most vulnerable to the strong pound as, surprisingly, American 
millionaires are more sensitive to exchange considerations than 
the US tourist, one broker said. “The main booking season is 
over, so a slight fall in sterfing isn’t going to result in thousands of 
Americans booking holidays to Europe,” said Brace Jones at the 
brokers of Kitcat and Aitken. “But it wiD mean that there will be 
fewer cancellations,” he said. Cofin EDwood, chairman of the 
British Holiday and Home Parks Association said that hoteh in 
Britain are just too prtedy. “Hotels have priced themselves out of 
the British hoU iy market and created a boom in business for UK 
caravan parks,” he said. “Six oirt of every 10 holiday bed-nights 
were now spent in a caravan of similar accommodation,” he said.

Abu Ghazaleh sees oil price rise 


A PROMINENT Arab financial 
expert on Tuesday predicted a 
doubling of oil prices by the mid- 
] 990s and a significant boom in 
Arab economies. 

Talal Abu Ghazaleh also said 
that Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, 
Bahrain, Qatar, the UAE and 
Oman will experience a strong 
economic upturn is 1990. 

Abu Ghazaleh, president of 
the London-based Arab Society 
of Certified Accountants 
(ASCA), said his predictions 
were based on strategic studies 
conducted for a number of pan- 
Arab organisations by an 
accounting and consulting firm 
that he heads. 

“Among other signals, our 
studies of the cyclic nature of the 


region's economies makes such 
recovery a defi ni le pal lern, ’ ‘Abu 
Ghazaleh said in an interview. 

The studies, he said, indicated 
that “the markets have already 
bottomed off and business is 
picking up on a steady pace in 
various economic sectors." 

An economic recession has hit 
the Gulf Arab states because of 
the slump in the world oil market 
since the early 1980s, magnified 
by the nearly 8-year-old war . 

According to Abu Ghazaleh. 
all economic indicators werenow 
"positive," and that included 
import figures, investment levels, 
profitability, inflation rates, 
employment ratios as well as 
income levels.

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Jordan to hold 
talks with Iraq 
over debt 
payment crisis 

AMMAN. June 24, (Reuter): A 
trade delegation from Jordan 
will go to Baghdad to discuss a 
SlOO-million payment crisis 
threatening exports to Iraq, an 
official source said. 

“Our discussions in Iraq will 
focus on settling an excess of 
$100 million in letters of credit 
that were opened for Jordanian 
exporters to ship their goods to 
Iraq," Mohammad A1 Saqqaf. 
Trade Ministry secretary-gen- 
eral. told Reuters. 

Make sure 

"We will also make sure that 
such a problem is never repealed 
again, said Saqqaf, who heads 
the delegation due to leave ton- 
ight. 

Under a protocol aimed at eas- 
ing trade with cash-strapped 
Iraq, Jordan's Central Bank 
reimburses local exporters for 
goods shipped to Baghdad, 
which pays for them partly in 
crude oil. 

Officials said the system, star- 
ted in 1983, hit a snag this year 
when letters of credit were 
opened to exporters for goods 
worth between $450 and 500 
million in the first quarter, far 
above the currcn t year's q uota of 
$185 million. 

Theysaid that the flood of let- 
ters of credit, drawn on Iraq's 
state-owned Rafidain Bank, 
began when Baghdad relaxed its 
controls on private sector 
imports in December last year. 

Saqqaf said that his ministry, 
the Central Bunk and the Cham- 
ber of Industry had sifted 
through Lhe Idlers of credit and 
estimated the excess at around 
SlOO million because many 
exporters did not meet official 
financing standards. 

He said the excess could be 
compensated by carrying for- 
ward a percentage of it to next 
year's protocol.

The Central Bank adjusted its 
dinar exchange rate nearly a full 1 
point softer to 0.27872.82 as the 
US currency gained in inter- 
national markets on reports that 
the Toronto summit of leading 
industrial nations wanted a sligh- 
tly stronger dollar. 

Dealers said Wednesday’s 
KDI00 million three-month 
Treasury bill had also tightened 
dinar liquidity. 

Overnight fupds dealt at 10 per 
cent from nine per cent on Wed- 
nesday and werequoted 1 1, 9-1/2 
per cent by early afternoon. 
Tomorrow-next was put at 10, 
eight per cent, about one point 
above Wednesday's range, while 
spot-next dealt at eight percent. 

The fixed periods were quiet 
and virtually unchanged at 6-3/4, 

1 12 per cent for the one-month, 6- 
5/8, 3/8 per cent for the two 
through six-month and 6-3/4, 3/8 
per cent for the nine and 12- 
month maturities.

Kuwait is 
a leading 
aid donor 


PARIS, June 24. (KUNA): 
Kuwait has been among the lead- 
ing countries in the world in 
extending economic aid to other 
developing nations, it was repor- 
ted here. 

A statement released by the 
Paris-based Organisation for 
Economic Co-operation and 
Development (OECD), said 
Kuwait offered 4.34 per cent of 
its gross national product to 
foreign economic aid in 1982, the 
highest in relation to GNP. 

At the same time, none of the 
developed countries in the world 
offered more than one per cent of 
their gross national product for 
foreign aid. 

Kuwait's aid as per cent of the 
GNP, however, fluctuated 
around 3.75 in the next three 
years, but then dropped to Z91 in 
1 986 and was estimated at 1 .30 in 
1987. 

The statement showed that 
Kuwait, which offered $1,161 
billion in 1982 to other countries 
in form of economic aid. offered 
only $325 million last year. 

The Arab group of donor 
states, which is primarily com- 
posed of Saudi Arabia, Kuwait 
and the UAE, have brought sub- 
stantial economic aid to develop- 
ing countries, the statement said. 

Last year's volume of aid by 
the Arab group, which hit S3. 290 
billion, was for the first time in 1 5 
years above aid extended by the 
Comecon socialist bloc. 


British media 
hostile against 
Kuwait: Al Rayes 


THE Kuwaiti ambassador to 
London has accused British new- 
spapers of campaigning against 
Kuwaiti investments in Britain. 

Ambassador Ghazi AJ Rayes 
said that media hostility to 
Kuwaiti investments in Britain 
was a fabricated fuss. 

The London-based Kuwait 
Investment Office (KIO) has 
invested several billion pounds in 
British firms, including a share of 
around 22 per cent in British 
Petroleum (BP). 

Some British papers and 
opposition politicians have said 
the BP shareholding, now under 
review by the State Monopolies 
and Mergers Commission, is 
against British interests. 

“Some papers are trying to 
cloud the atmosphere between 
Arab countries and Britain with 
certain goals ... because these 
newspapers are paid or owned by 
certain groups,” Al Rayes said 
without elaborating. 


Bundesbank intervenes to halt rally 

Dollar rises sharply in Asian trading 


LONDON. June 24, (Reuter): 
The dollar today held its sharp 
gains reached in Asian trading, 
but the West German central 
bank stepped into the market in 
an apparent attempt to cap its 
rise, dealers said. 

Share prices were little chan-' 
ged. London’s FTSE index of 
100 blue chip British shares shed 
15 points to an early low of 
1,863.9 before steadying about 
1,870. 

In Tokyo, the world’s biggest 
stock market, the 225-share Nik- 
kei average rose 17.46 points to 
27.750.39. 

Gold eased. 

Steadied 

The dollar rose sharply in Asia 
and steadied in European trad- 
ing at just below 1 .80 West Ger- 
man marks and 130 yen, as 
currency dealers said they 
believed central bankers were 
prepared to let its two-day rally 
continue. 

In Tokyo, Japanese Vice Fin- 
ance Minister Akira Nishigaki 
said the dollar was climbing 
because the US trade deficit has 
been declining whfleinflation has 
been subdued. 

“The fact that the summit 
nations reconfirmed their co- 
operation on currency stability 
should be taken as it is.” he told a 
news conference. 

Dealers bad speculated that 
the Group of Seven industrial 
nations — the United States. 
Japan, West Germany, France, 
Italy. Britain and Canada — 
might have agreed in their 
Toronto summit this week to let 
the dollar rise. 

The seven said only that they

Many dealers still expect far- 
ther central bank action to keep 
the dollar’s rise from undermin- 
ing hand-won progress in slash- 
ing the massive US trade deficit 
which has been straining the 
global economy - 

“I think l .80 marks has got to 
be the psychological level at 
which they could come in,” said a 
London currency dealer with a 
major US-based bank. 

Gold, a key barometer of 
investors’ inflation worries, was 
fixed in London today at 
$442.90, down $5 from Thursday 
afternoon. 

Inflation worried depressed 
shares in London. 

Dealers were expecting that 
Britain would report a large 
trade deficit on Monday, a key 
signal of inflationary pressure, 
raising the possibility that the 


Bank of England would raise 
interest rates for the fourth time 


rate stability. 

Dealers said the dollar’s rally 
was slowed today when the West 
German Bundesbank sold small 
amounts of dollars as the US 
currency was trading at about 
1.7965 marks. 

Worried 

They said the West German 
authorities were worried that a 
weak mark, although a boon for 
exporters, could stoke inflation.

African appeal for further debt relief 


NAIROBI, Kenya, June 24, 
(AP): Africans have cautiously 
hailed the decision by the world's 
seven richest nations to ease their 
massive debt burden, but they 
fear it will not resolve the econ- 
omic woes that effectively 
impoverish some 500 million 
people. 

“We have reservations about 
the blueprint on Africa’s debt,” 
the Times of Zambia said in a 
typical African editorial reaction 
to the summit in Toronto, Can- 
ada, that ended on Tuesday. 

“But there can be no doubt 
that it was the most significant in 
the series, particularly for 
Africa.” 

Refrained 

The continent’s leaders have 
pointedly refrained from com- 
menting publicly about the 14th 
economic summit of Britain, 
Canada, France. Italy, Japan, 
the United States and West Ger- 
many, evidently wanting time to 
assess the implications of the 
final communique. 

In it, the industrialised powers 
pledged to do more to lift the 
crippling debt burdens of the 
poorest nations, particularly in 
Africa, but made no fresh 
initiative to help Latin American 
debtors. 

The leaders who gathered for 
three days in Toronto, backed a 
plan offering a variety of options 
that will benefit most sub- 
Saharan countries including sla- 
shing of interest rates and scrap- 


ping some loan repayments. 

But those measures fall far 
short of persistent African pleas 
to mainly- Wes tern creditors to 
write oft most of their $200 
billion in debts, and reschedule 
others, at a time when servicing 
saps most of their export income. 

Message 

French Finance Minister 
Pierre Beregovoy said the move 
by most of Africa’s major lenders 
offered “a message of hope to the 
poorest countries.” 

Earlier, French President 
Francois Mitterrand appealed to 
summit leaders to follow his 
government's example of can- 
celling one-third of all debts 
owed by sub-Saharan nations. 

On the eve of the Toronto 
talks, former Tanzanian 
President Julius Nyerere reflec- 
ted most African leaders’ 
repeated appeals when he told 
reporters in Rome: “In the global 
village it is not possible for a 
minority of northerners to con- 
trol the wealth of the world and 
hope to live in peace. Sooner or 
later it (the debt crisis) is going to 
explode.” 

Bankrupted 

Nyerere, chairman of the 
South Commission set upin 1986 
to promote economic co-opera- 
tion between Third World coun- 
tries, urged the rich nations to 
defuse a “poverty bomb” by 
writing ofT ail debts. 

Leaders like Nyerere argue 


that they have been virtually 
bankrupted by foreign-fixed low 
prices for their exports and high 
costs of imports, particularly oil. 
But they resist some calls to 
arbitrarily cancel the debts, fear- 
ing they will be denied future 
credits and trade. 

Some Western economists cite 
also natural calamities like 
drought and famine and man- 
made tragedies such as civil war, 
rampant corruption and govern- 
ment mismanagement for 
Africa’s economic ills. 

But all agree that most of the 
continent’s 550 million people 
suffer from lack of development 
and limited spending on schol- 
ing, health and housing as a 
result. . . . 

The Toronto plan for the poor 
nations calls for creditor coun- 
tries to reschedule official debts 
“within a framework of com- 


parability,” according to the 
final communique. 


nnai communique. 

Options 

But it did not hold the seven 
powers to any particular pledges, 
offering them instead options 
including reduced interest rates 
on short-term loans, extended 
repayment periods at higher 
interest rates, partial cancella- 
tion of loans or a combination of 
all those measures. 

“It marked the end of the dis- 
turbing silence which those 
countries that Africa owes 
money had long maintained on 
the debt issue — arguably the 


single most crippling economic 
problem the continent has,” the 
state-owned Times of Zambia 
noted in its editorial “What we 
don't tike ... is the overture 
inherent in the remarks of the 
British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Nigel Lawson, that 
the principle of full repayment of 
the debt is being slowly aban- 
doned.” 

“It would be a sad mistake to 
create a situation where develop- 
ing countries will borrow, use or 
waste the money and then wait 
for the loans to be written off or 
interest rates to be adjusted,” the 
paper, which usually reflects 
President Kenneth Kaunda’s 
thinking, added. “Philanthropy 
... is not the solution.” 

Cautioned 

Ahmed Abdallah,- executive 
director of the Washington- 
based International Monetary 
Fund, a major lender to Africa, 
cautioned before the summit that 
developing nations would con- 
tinue to suffer from indebted- 
ness, current account imbalan- 
ces, protectionism and general 
financial anarchy unless they are 
represented atconferences where 
global economic policy is 
fashioned. 

“... the debt crisis is very alive 
and no end is yet in sight,” he told 
bankers from 17 African stales in 
Banjul, capital of the Gambia. 
“It seems that the debtors are 
now in a worse position than in 
1982.” 


New trade bill introduced in Senate 


WASHINGTON. June24, (AP): 
A revised version of the trade bill 
vetoed by President Ronald 
Reagan was introduced in the 
Senate yesterday and backers 
expressed optimism that the 
measure will reach Reagan's 
desk this year. 

Central features of the bill 
would overhaul the system under 
which the United States imposes, 
import curbs to aid threatened 
US industries and retaliates 
against international trade viola- 
tions. 

Other features range from 
repeal to a 1980 windfall profits 
tax on oil industry earnings to 
substantial agricultural subsidy 
programmes. 

Faster 

A similar bill was introduced 
in the House of Representatives 
last week and there were signs 
that i t might receive faster action. 

The bill is shorn of a provision 
that would require companies to 
provide 60-day notice of plant 
closings and major layoffs, a. 
feature that led to Reagan's veto’ 
of the ealrier trade bill. 

“This represents a consensus 
on trade policy — it’s a consensus 
that has been a long time in com- 
ing,” Republican Senator John 
C. Danforth told reporters. 

Finance Committee chairman 
Lloyd Bentsen. a Democrat, said 
he saw “an excellent chance of 
getting trade legislation and I’m 
optimistic.” 

However, Senate majority 
leader Robert C. Byrd said that 
there would not be time to take 
up the legislation at least until 
late July. 

Planned 

That timetable threatened to 
put the stimmed-down trade bill 
in a time squeeze, with some law- 
makers opposed to any such leg- 
islation while others may be 
eager to wrap up Congressional 
business and hit (he campaign 
trail. 

As the lawmakers fielded 
questions at a news conference. 


the Senate debated a separate 
plant-closings bill with prov- 
isions identical to those removed 
from the trade bill. 

A similar plant-closings 
measure was pending in the 
house, and lawmakers in both 
houses planned to vote on the 
measure .before an early July 
break. Democratic leaders have 
said for three weeks that prosp- 
ects appear good for passage of 
separate plant-closings legisla- 
tion. 

Labour unions lobbied 
against detaching the plant-clos- 


ings provision from the trade bill 
in April and refused to give in 
when Democratic leaders asked 
them to go along with dropping 
it. The leaders then pushed the 
bill with the provision intact des- 
pite predictions that it meant a 
sure veto. 

This time union leaders again 
lobbied against detaching the 
plant-closings provision. But 
Democratic leaders insisted on 
doing so, a move that insulates 
them from election-year charges 
of refusing to compromise on 
trade.

Speaking at a nickel industry 
conference in London, Salathiel 
said: “The price of nickel will rise 
until it choices off, or preferably 
defers, sufficient demand to 
bring requirements into line with 


Higher commodity prices in

Terror, greed and pain fill Tyson’s and Spinks’ thoughts 


ATLANTIC CITY; N.J., June 
24, (Reuter): Michael Spinks 
admitted to liking some terror in 
his life and Mike Tyson talked 
about greed and pain as the fight- 
ers let their feelings show ori 
Wednesday at the main press 
conference for their heavyweight 
title match. 

Spinks, who will make Si 3.5 
million for Monday's fight, has 
made no secret about his being 
afraid in the ring, and that he 
realises boxing is a brutal busi- 
ness and that people can get hurt. 

But on Wednesday in the 
crammed ballroom of Trump 
Casino, Spinks admitted: “ft 
feels good to have some terror in 
my life, something that really 
frightens me when I wake up in 
the morning . .. . going to the gym 
every day and going through all 
the stuff, taking the punches and . 
trying notto get hit.” 

Constant 

Spinks, a professional boxer 
since 1977, said earlier this week 
that fear has become a constant 
companion in every fight. 

"There’s nothing I can do but 
deal with iu When it shows up I 
say, ‘wondering when you were 
gonna show up.' It's something 
comes around every fight” 

How is Spinks going to handle 
Tyson? 

“I can’t tell until I get in the 
ring with Mike Tyson,” said the 
31 -year-old Spinks to the 250 
reporters and television crewmen 
packed into the ballroom for the 
conference, which included a 
satellite hookup for questions 
from reporters around the coun- 
try. 

“As soon as the fight ends. I'll 
be able to tell you,” said Spinks, 


who became the only light heav- 
yweight champion to win a heav- 
yweight title when he beat Larry 
Hohnes in 1985. 

The 21 -year-old Tyson, by 
contrast, does not admit tobeing 
afraid of anything and repeated 
one of his favourite refrains. 

“I'm the best fighter, on the 
planet. No one can beat me,” 
said Tyson who stands to make 
S20 million for the fight 

But the man who became the 
youngest heavyweight champion 
in history gave a little hint that 
some of the controversy surroun- 
ding his personal life might be 
chipping away at his carefully 
constructed armour. 

In recent weeks, Tyson has 
launched some strong verbal 
shots at his manager. Bill 
Cayton, for taking what the 
champion thinks is too much of a 
cut — 33 per cent — from 
Tyson’s ring purses and outside 
endorsements. 

Tyson also has accused 
Cayton of trying to break up his 
four-month-old marriage to 
actress Robin Givens. 

On top of all this, the young 
champion has also had to con- 
tend with charges that his wife 
and her mother were trying to 
take his money. 

Calibre 

Asked if fame was difficult to 
handle, Tyson said: “The. only 
thing that concerns me aboui 
being a celebrity is that when 
you're a Celebrity, especially of 
my calibre, you make a great deal 
oi money and once you make a 
great deal of money there's a 
whole bunch of greed involved.” 

But Tyson, who owns a 34-0 
record, denied that personal

problems would affect Kim in the 
ring. 

. “This is a hurt business. Like I 
said before when you see guys 
like (hotel owner Donald) 
■Trump, Kennedy, Rockefeller, 
the bluebloods and tbe distingui- 
shed. regardless of what they 
represent or. their name 
represents, they come to see 
someone get hurt. 

“So my objective is to inflict as 
much pain as possible for the 
fight to be over as quick as possi- 
ble," Tyson said. 

Meanwhile, Larry Holmes' 
. former trainer, Richie Giachetti, 
who saw his fighter lose twice to 
Spinks and once to Tyson says 
Spinks will fail to take Tyson's 
undisputed heavyweight title. 

Spfnksisa loser, Giachetti told 
Reuters, because “he’s not figh t- 
ing as a heavyweight like he did 
when he was a light heavyweight. 

“He's not stalking and setting 


up opponents. He’s fighting 
scared. He's just fighting to 
survive,” Giachetti said, 

“Now he fights like he’s a 
professional businessman ins- 
tead of a professorial fighter. He 
knowshe gets the S 1 3 million win 
orlose. 

“When you do this in boxing, 
you’ve got problems. You’re.uot 
competitive. He’s just not hun- 
gry anymore.” 

“The only way Tyson can lose 
is if he beats himself,” Giachetti 
said. 

Rematch 

Giachetti was Holmes’ trainer 
when he lost to Spinks twice — in 
1985 For the heavyweight title 
and again in a rematch seven 
months later. 

He also took Holmes into the 
ring against Tyson last January, 
when the undefeated champion 
stopped the former champion in 
the fourth round.

TCCB calls 
for fines to 
combat slow 
over rate 

LONDON. June 24, (Reuter)’: 
English cricket officials want a 
system of fines at international 
level to avoid a repetition of the 
unreasonably late finish to Mon- 
day's play in the second Test bet- 
ween England and West Indies at 
Lord's. 

Play on the fourth day ended 
100 minutes after the scheduled 
close because of West Indies' 
slow over rate, prompting the 
Test and County Cricket Board 
(TCCB) to outline proposals to 
be put to the International 
Cricket Conference at its annual 
meeting here next month. 

Teams must bowl a minimum 
of 90 overs per day in tests foll- 
owing a decision at last year's 
ICC meeting, but in tbe current 
England-West Indies series that 
figure is not being achieved 
within the scheduled hours or 
play because the touring team 
invariably use only fast bowlers.. 

Introduced 

TCCB chief executive Alan 
Smith said today: “Now we have 
got 90 oveis a day, the policy 
needs reinforcing. There were 
heavy fines (for slow over rates) 
introduced in last autumn's 
.World Cup but they never 
needed to be enforced, just to 
prove it can be done. 

“We are lucky in England 
because we have long evenings 
and play can go on, but what 
concerns us most is a situation in 
India, where an hour after the 
scheduled close, it is pitch dark. 

“The only way to get the overs 
bowled quicker seems to be the 
introduction of a finingsystem in 
Test cricket as they have in Aus- 
tralia. We cant' go on as long 
after the scheduled dose as we 
did on Mondya. That was totally 
.unsatisfactory,'* Smith added.
